Gay leaders 
blast United's 
decision to 
follow LA law, 
but not SF's

S an Francisco’s gay elected officials 
and activists are appalled by what 
they say is a double standard on 
the part of United Airlines, which 
announced last Monday, January 11 
that it would comply with the city of 
Los Angeles’s living wage ordinance 
while at the same time continuing to 
fight San Francisco’s equal benefits 
ordinance. 

The ongoing legal fight to get 
United to comply with some provi¬ 
sions of the city’s landmark equal 
benefits ordinance continues this Fri¬ 
day, January 22, when both sides meet 
again before U.S. District Court Judge 
Claudia Wilken in federal court in 
Oakland. Last April, Wilken ruled that 
airlines have to comply with part of 
the city’s law requiring companies 
that do business with the city to offer 
benefits to domestic partners of em¬ 
ployees if those benefits are offered to 
employee spouses. 

Last week, United agreed to com¬ 
ply with Los Angeles’ local living wage 
ordinance, ending a two-year stand¬ 
off over the pay of its workers at Los 
Angeles International Airport (LAX). 
United spokesman Matt Triaca said 
the move made “good business sense,” 
and was a “reasonable” local ordi¬ 
nance. To secure a new lease at LAX, 
United agreed to comply with the law. 

At a hastily called news conference 
outside City Hall Wednesday, January 
13, Supervisors Leslie Katz, Tom Am- 
miano, Mark Leno and members of 
Equal Benefits Advocates called on 
the giant passenger airline to demon¬

S couting 'For All will commemorate its 
first anniversary as a nonprofit organi¬ 
zation at a rally in San Francisco’s 
Union Square this Saturday, January 23 
from noon tq_2 p.m. Local and national 
AIDS activists, queer youth activists, and 
members from the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors will speak in support of Scout¬ 
ing For All and in favor of ending policies of 
the Boy Scouts of America (BSA) to exclude 
gays. 

Scouting For All was started by the efforts 
of 12-year-old Steven Cozza of Petaluma, in 
Sonoma County. A Scout from the age of 7, 
Cozza is currently a Life Scout and has sub¬ 
mitted his application for Eagle Scout, the 
highest rank in the BSA. 

“The first year anniversary,” he says, “is a 
powerful statement from Scouting For All to 
the BSA that we are for real, and are not 
going away until its disgraceful and harmful 
policy of discrimination against gay youth 
and adults is rescinded.” 

Speakers at the event include Tom Am- 
miano, president of the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors; Supervisor Mark Leno; the Reverend 
Jim Mitulski of Metropolitan Community 
Church-San Francisco; AIDS activist Sister 
Roma; and a host of representatives from 
human rights organizations across Northern 
California. Cozza also will speak Saturday,

Are Birch's days numbered at HRC?

L ast year must rank as the most difficult 
in Elizabeth Birch’s tenure as executive 
director of the Human Rights Campaign 
(HRC), one in which few things seemed 
to go right. The new year has begun with ru¬ 
mors that she privately offered her resigna¬ 
tion to the board in October, and with at 
least one prominent activist demanding she 
resign from her $100,000+ a year post. 
What went wrong? 

Birch assumed the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign Fund’s leadership position in the 
spring of 1995 to bring the organization up 
to date. She came to the organization from 
corporate America where she had worked as 
a lawyer for Apple Computer. She was seen 
as savvy, intelligent, with-it, and above all a 
good communicator. Under her direction 
the organization doubled membership, 
modified its name (losing “Fund” from its 
title), adopted an eye-catching easily recog¬ 
nizable logo, and put its the finances on surer 
footing. Moreover, President Bill Clinton ac¬ 
cepted an invitation to speak at a fundraising 
dinner in Washington, D.C. (the first U.S. 
president ever to attend an HRC function), 
and Birch’s pleasant earnest face seemed to 
crop up regularly both on TV and in the 
print media. 

It all seemed to start to fall apart with her 
decision to go in with Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church founder the Reverend Troy 
Perry, at the urging of entertainment pro¬

moter Robin Tyler, to announce the Millen¬ 
nium March in D.C. for the year 2000. The 
idea for the march had been floated earlier, 
but other major gay and lesbian organiza¬ 
tions had turned it down; although reasons 
differed, the consensus seemed to be that it 
involved the use of resources that could be 
better spent elsewhere in a presidential elec¬ 
tion year. The HRC board, however, decided 
- after consulting with few, if any, HRC 
members in the country at large - to launch 
the project with Perry, who also faced criti¬ 


cism that he decided to bring his Metropol¬ 
itan Community Church along without con¬ 
sulting ordinary members of the church. 

When the announcement was made, all 
hell broke loose. Although there seemed to 
be some back-tracking for a while, Birch ul¬ 
timately announced HRC would go ahead 
with the march no matter what. For some¬ 
one whose touted strength was her ability to 
communicate, it seemed to be a major shot 
in the foot. To be fair, later in the year she 
candidly admitted that mistakes had been 
made in both the way the decision was 
reached and how it was presented. But if she 
believed the controversy would die away, she 
was to be proven wrong. It continued, and 
only seemed to intensify. 

D’Am shame 

As if that weren’t bad enough in the late 
summer and early fall, with the upcoming 
congressional midterm elections, HRC float¬ 
ed a trial balloon indicating that it might 
support the Republican Senator from New 
York, Alfonse D’Amato, over his Democrat¬ 
ic Party opponent Chuck Schumer. (The De¬ 
mocrat ended up winning with a 10 percent 
majority.) Again, gay activists were furious 
with the organization. 

HRC attempted to defend itself by saying 
that it had a policy of supporting incum¬ 
bents who had shown themselves to be sup¬ 
portive of the gay movement. While.D’Am¬ 
ato had in recent years shown himself to be 
far more open-minded on gay issues than

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Harry Britt lauded on 
appointment 
anniversary

T he San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors honored for¬ 
mer Supervisor Harry Britt 
Tuesday, January 19 on the 20th 
anniversary of his being named to 
the city’s legislative body. Britt, 
who was first appointed in 1979 
following the November 1978 as¬ 
sassination of Harvey Milk, served 
on the board for 14 years, and in 
1989 became the first openly gay 
man to be board president. 

Current board President Tom 
Ammiano, the second gay man to 
serve in that capacity, had words 
of praise for the former supervi¬ 
sor. “I owe a lot to Harry Britt,” 
Ammiano said. “He was the one 
who carried the torch. Harry was 
always a reluctant hero and he did 
it so well.” 

Supervisor Mark Leno, who 
presented Britt with a proclama¬ 
tion declaring Tuesday as Harry 
Britt Day in the city, also lauded 
the honoree. “Harry’s known for 
many things,” Leno said, includ¬ 
ing “his progressive issues and he 
was an accomplished coalition 
builder.” Britt’s accomplishments 
include establishing oversight for 
the San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment, through the Office of Citi- 


CAPE meeting in SF Mon.

T he new statewide queer 
rights group California Al¬ 
liance for Pride and Equali¬ 
ty (CAPE) will hold a meeting in 
San Francisco this Monday, Janu¬ 
ary 25 at Metropolitan Commu¬ 
nity Church-San Francisco. Inter¬ 
ested people are welcome to at¬ 
tend as discussion and planning 
get under way for the Bay Area 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender (LGBT) community’s par¬ 
ticipation in the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force’s “Equality Be¬ 
gins at Home” rally in Sacramen¬ 
to Sunday, March 21 

Robert Haaland, CAPE’s inter¬ 
im co-chair, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the other part of the 
meeting will focus on various bills 
the new organization is either 
sponsoring or supporting in the 
California Legislature. Among 
those are several pieces of legisla¬ 
tion by the state’s two openly les¬ 
bian Assemblywomen, Carole 
Migden (D-San Francisco) and 
Sheila Kuehl (D-Santa Monica). 

With respect to Equality Be¬ 
gins at Home, Haaland said 
CAPE’s interim leadership team is 
interested in getting public com¬ 
ments on what the organization 
should plan for the rally. “We’d 
like input from the community 
on what they’d like to see at 
Equality Begins at Home and in¬ 
volve them in the planning 
process,” said Haaland. 

CAPE also plans to hold a 
statewide meeting in Sacramento 
on Saturday, March 20 and will 
help organize the annual Queer 
Youth Lobby Day set for Monday, 
March 22. CAPE bills itself as the 
new statewide queer rights lobby, 
advocacy, and education group 
dedicated to community organiz¬ 
ing at the local level. 

CAPE was formed last year in 
response to the closing of the 
Lobby for Individual Freedom 
and Equality (LIFE). CAPE hopes 
to attract more grassroots mem¬ 


bers and has lower membership 
fees than the LIFE Lobby had; the 
group is also focusing exclusively 
on LGBT human rights issues, as 
opposed to the LIFE Lobby that 
also dealt with HIV/AIDS mea¬ 
sures. Individual CAPE member¬ 
ships are $25; low income, $10; 
and organizational memberships 
begin at $200. Organizers said 
memberships are encouraged in 
order to support the new group. 

Cheryl Deaner, executive di¬ 
rector of All Our Families Coali¬ 
tion, said her group will partici¬ 
pate at the CAPE meeting and 
noted the Equality Begins at 
Home rally is one of the events 
planned for the Northern Califor¬ 
nia Family Awareness Week in 
Sacramento. 

“We are especially excited 
about working with CAPE as All 
Qur Families Coalition has taken 
a lead in grassroots community 
education and organizing against 
the Knight initiative (California 
Defense of Marriage Act) in 
Northern California,” said Deaner. 

Deaner is part of a 10-member 
steering committee that formed in 
Los Angeles on January 15 to help 
Californians become aware of the 
homophobic and anti-family con¬ 
tent of the initiative, that is word¬ 
ed as a “defense” of traditional 
marriage but in reality attacks les¬ 
bian and gay families, Deaner 
said. 

Among proposed state legisla¬ 
tion to be discussed at the CAPE 
meeting are domestic partner bills 
by Migden and state Senator 
Kevin Murray (D-Los Angeles), 
and Kuehl’s “Dignity for all Stu¬ 
dents” bill that CAPE members 
voted to make their top priority at 
a statewide meeting last month. 

Haaland said CAPE is spon¬ 
soring a bill that would add sexu¬ 
al orientation to the Fair Employ¬ 
ment and Housing Act. ▼

zen Complaints. 

Many gay leaders and people 
who worked with Britt attended a 
reception in his honor before the 
board meeting. Mayor Willie 
Brown said at the reception that 
Britt was a pioneer. “Your record 
speaks for itself,” he said. 

Supervisor Sue Bierman also 
thanked Britt for his service. “It 
was a terrible time when he came 
in, a sad time,” said Bierman. “He 
brought his philosophical self to 
the board, and he was funny, with 
mostly gentle humor.” 

Britt, who worked with Milk, 
recalled he was apprehensive when 
the late Pat Jackson persuaded 
him to fill the slain supervisor’s 
seat on the board. When he gave 
his inauguration speech 20 years 
ago, Britt said he upset “certain ed¬ 
itorial boards” when he remarked 
that “all decisions should be made 
by women.” Tuesday he said that if 
he had to do it all over again, he’d 
amend that statement to include 
gay men, but that he still believes 
what he said. “I was never very

good at dealing with powerful 
straight men,” said Britt. “There 
has to be a different kind of power 
than that which so dominates 
American politics, and that power 
comes out of marginal cultures.” 

Since Britt’s tenure on the 
board, many gay men and les¬ 
bians have been appointed or 
elected to seats, a fact that pleases 
him. “I am especially proud we 
still have strong queer representa¬ 
tion on the board,” he said, as the 
city’s three gay supervisors looked 
on.

Last 
Tuesday, January 12, Dr. Juanita 
Owens was elected president of 
the San Francisco Board of Edu¬ 
cation and on Thursday, January 
28, Lawrence Wong will be 
named president of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Community College Dis¬ 
trict Board of Trustees. 

For Owens, who campaigned 
as an open lesbian of color when 
she successfully ran for the school 
board in 1996, the ascension to 
board president was not unani¬ 
mous and came on a 4 to 3 vote, 
with Eddie Chin, Dr. Dan Kelly, 
and Jill Wynns voting against the 
motion. Her rise to board presi¬ 
dent makes her the first out les¬ 
bian in the state to serve in such a 
capacity, she said. 

Since being elected to the 
school board, Owens has created 
some important changes; she in¬ 
corporated administrative policy 
changes regarding the domestic 
partners of district employees 
and the rights of transgender em¬ 
ployees. She followed through on 
the queer youth resolution passed 
by the board prior to her election 
and ensured implementation of 
awareness trainings of queer 
youth issues for teachers and 


counselors. 

Owens told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter she’s honored to serve as 
president. “I’m also delighted in 
terms of being a role model and 
hope it’s looked upon by queer 
youth,” she said. 

She is optimistic about the di¬ 
rection of the school board, 
which was marked by controver¬ 
sy last year over requiring reading 
lists and the privatization of some 
schools. “My style is one of inclu¬ 
sion,” said Owens. 

This spring, a mural of gay 


and lesbian historical figures will 
be created at Mission High 
School, a project spearheaded by 
Owens. Additionally, one of her 
goals for the year is to hold a two- 
day conference this summer to 
discuss the issues of gay and les¬ 
bian students and to create mech¬ 
anisms of change within the sys¬ 
tem.

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Berkeley student co-op 
opens GLBT house

I operative Association 
(USCA), a student-owned, 
student-run organization offering 
affordable room and board for 
University of California, Berkeley 
students, will celebrate the formal 
opening of its 20th house this Fri¬ 
day, January 22. In keeping with 
its tradition of theme houses sup¬ 
porting the diversity of university 
students, residents of the new 
house have voted to recognize the 
needs of gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender (GLBT) students. 

Residency at the new house is 
not exclusively for GLBT stu¬ 
dents; however, the house will 
make efforts to be understanding 
and supportive of the GLBT 
lifestyles, just as other houses have 
tailored their social programs to 
support such diverse needs as 
African-American culture, vege¬ 
tarian dietary needs, and older 
students. 

Berkeley Mayor Shirley Dean, 
and Barbara Davis, UC’s assistant 
vice chancellor, will be on hand to 
formally open the new house, and 
to express their appreciation for 
USCA’s continuing effort to pro¬ 
vide affordable student accom¬ 
modations in the increasingly 
tight Berkeley housing market. 
USCA purchased the former 
Delta Sigma Phi fraternity at 2410 
Warring Street and spend more 
than $300,000 on improvements 
during the summer and fall. The 
38 students - 19 men and 19 
women - started moving in last 
week for the spring semester that 
started Tuesday, January 19. The 
ceremony includes tours of the re¬ 
furbished house. 

“To the best of my knowledge, 
this is the first GLBT-themed stu¬ 
dent cooperative on the West 
Coast,” said George Proper, USCA 
general manager. “We have a long 
history of supporting ethnic di¬ 
versity and the needs of minority 
students, going back to our roots 
in the Great Depression. We were 
one of the first to offer co-ed stu¬ 
dent housing of any type in the 
U.S.” 

Dean applauded USCA for its 
significant contribution to pro¬ 
viding student housing. “Housing 
a large number of students in fa¬ 


cilities which are student-man¬ 
aged is a daunting task,” Dean 
stated. “The city of Berkeley great¬ 
ly appreciates their efforts to pro¬ 
vide affordable alternatives for 
those students who otherwise 
might not be able to attend UC.” 

66 years of success 

In February 1933, 14 Cal stu¬ 
dents founded USCA. Inspired 
and sponsored by Harry King- 
man, director of the YMCA, the 
students were able to persuade 
community member Annie Dick¬ 
son to rent a boarding house 
where the students paid rent and 
did work, combining their re¬ 
sources to live cost effectively dur¬ 
ing the Great Depression. 

The concept was so successful 
that the students built up capital 
working during the summer of 
1933 to acquire an old fraternity 
house to house and feed 50 stu¬ 
dents, and by the summer of 1934 
acquired a second fraternity 
house. By the end of 1934, the two 
houses incorporated as a non¬ 
profit co-op association and had 
succeeded to the point of being 
able to lease a 200-person apart¬ 
ment house for further expan¬ 
sion. 


During World War II, USCA 
took over operation of the Japan¬ 
ese Students’ Club when it could 
no longer afford to pay the rent, 
operating it as a student residence 
when citizens of Japanese ances¬ 
try were interned, and returning 
it to them after the war. In 1966, 
USCA opened the first co-ed stu¬ 
dent housing in the country, 
which is now commonplace. 
Since the 1970s, many individual 
co-op houses have adopted spe¬ 
cific cultural or ethnic themes to 
provide synergistic support 
around that theme. The houses 
are not exclusive - anyone can 
apply and live there - but provide 
an opportunity for people with 
similar backgrounds or views to 
live in a supportive environment. 

Today, approximately 1,250 
students live in 17 room and 
board houses and three apart¬ 
ment complexes around the UC 
Berkeley campus, ranging in size 
from 17 to 259 occupants. ▼

Oakland supports Cannabis Club in suit

gpll n January 11, the city of 

I Oakland filed a friend of the 
court brief in support of the 
Oakland Cannabis Buyers Coop¬ 
erative (CBC), which is appealing 
an October ruling that closed the 
club. 

The Oakland CBC, which 
served over 2,000 members, 
closed its doors on October 25 
under the orders of federal judge 
Charles Breyer. The judge held the 
club in contempt for continuing 
to provide medical cannabis after 
he had barred the club from doing 
so. The CBC appealed the ruling 
to the Ninth Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals, where it is currently pend¬ 
ing. Breyer’s ruling was the out¬ 
come of a suit filed in January 
1998 by the federal Department of 
Justice against the CBC and five 
other Northern California med¬ 


ical marijana buyers clubs. 

The Oakland brief argues that 
under the U.S. constitution, fed¬ 
eral law does not necessarily over¬ 
ride state law. California voters le¬ 
galized the medicinal use of 
cannabis on the state level when 
they passed Proposition 215 in 
November 1996. The ninth and 
tenth amendments to the consti¬ 
tution concern rights that are re¬ 
tained by the states. The brief con¬ 
tends that by approving the initia¬ 
tive, Californians “deemed the 
medical use of cannabis to be a 
fundamental liberty interest.” The 
ninth amendment puts the bur¬ 
den on the federal government to 
show that it has a good reason for 
infringing upon such a right. The 
federal government does not rec¬ 
ognize the validity of Proposition 
215, and has continued to work to 
close medical marijuana clubs in 
the state. The brief was written 
pro bono for the city by Linda 


LeCraw and Peter Barton Hutt. 

The CBC was allowed to re¬ 
open late last year on the condi¬ 
tion that it cease distributing mar¬ 
ijuana. The club currently offers 
information about cannabis culti¬ 
vation and is selling merchandise 
to raise money for its legal defense. 

The city of Oakland has con¬ 
sistently supported the CBC, in¬ 
cluding an attempt to deputize 
club employees as city officials in 
order to shield them from prose¬ 
cution. City leaders have ex¬ 
pressed an interest in finding a 
way to distribute medicinal 
cannabis in a controlled manner 
to appropriate patients. According 
to CBC director Jeff Jones, the city 
has been “willing to do whatever 
is necessary to make sure that the 
citizens of Oakland who are suf¬ 
fering from AIDS, cancer, glauco¬ 
ma, and other serious ailments 
have safe, legal access to their 
treatment of choice.” T

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), which is required for HIV to 
multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. You should 
be aware, however, that the effect of VIRACEPT on HIV in the blood has not been correlated with long¬ 
term health benefits. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had significant increases in their CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such as Retrovir® (zidovudine, 
AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other 
antiretroviral drugs reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age or older. Studies in infants 
younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of VIRACEPT are not known at 
this time. People taking VIRACEPT may still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

It is not known whether VIRACEPT will help you live longer or reduce the number of infections or other 
illnesses that may occur. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. 


Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. If used in combination with saquinavir hard 
gelatin capsules at 600 mg three times daily, no dose adjustments are needed. Currently, there are no 
safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects experienced with 
VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the most common side effect in people taking 
VIRACEPT, and most adult patients had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical 
studies, about 20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three times daily had four or 
more loose stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal medicines, such 
as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT include abdominal pain, 
asthenia, nausea, flatulence, and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in less than 2% of patients receiving 
VIRACEPT. However, these side effects may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to 
the illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side effects in patients who took 
VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list 
of side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. The light blue VIRACEPT Tablets should be 
taken three times a day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. You do not have 
to take VIRACEPT exactly every 8 hours. Instead, you can take it at normal times when you are eating. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or decrease any dose or the 
number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine for the exact period of time that your doctor has 
instructed. Do not stop taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if you are 
feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give VIRACEPT to others or 
take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from 
your doctor, exactly as written on the label. The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain 
somewhat consistent over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to decrease; 
therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you miss a dose, you should take the dose as 
soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 


WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate for you. In making 
your decision, the following should be considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, you must not take VIRACEPT. 

You should also inform your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as 
other medicines, foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not 
known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, you should tell your doctor before taking 
VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best way to feed your baby. You 
should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted 
through breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 13 years of age with HIV. There 
is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. 
Instructions on how to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses how 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with liver disease. If you have liver 
disease, you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of VIRACEPT. Some people 
taking protease inhibitors have developed new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some 
people with hemophilia have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia types A and B, diabetes 
mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent urination. 

CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without a prescription.. You must 
discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Drugs you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

• Seldane® (terfenadine, for allergies) 

• Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

• Cordarone®(amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

• Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute?Cardioquin?Quinidex?and others 

• Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life-threatening adverse events. 

• Rifampin (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: 

Mycobutin® (rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking VIRACEPT with: 

• Phenobarbital 

• Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

• Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different type of contraception since 
VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to fight the virus. It also 
reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV 
medicine, your doctor will direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will depend on how many times a day 
each medicine should be taken. It will also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 
Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when VIRACEPT was given with: 

• Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

• Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

• Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

• Videx®(didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: Videx should be taken without food, on an empty 
stomach. Therefore, you should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours before 
you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be reduced. Studies are now taking place to learn about 
the safety of combining VIRACEPT with Viramune. 

• Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 


Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. Each 
dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 through 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 
9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered 
either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be given three times daily using the 
measuring scoop provided, a measuring teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and 
age of the child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided with your VIRACEPT bottle. 

' 1 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring teaspoon used for dispensing 
medication should be used for measuring VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure 
you have a medication dispensing teaspoon. 


How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy formula, soy milk, 
dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must 
be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or grapefruit juice, apple juice, or 
apple sauce, because this may create a bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do 
not heat the mixed dose once it has been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in determining the exact dose of 
powder for your child, please ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and therefore should not be 
taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 


HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep bottle closed and store at 
room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp 
place. Heat and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any 
medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have questions about VIRACEPT 
or any other medication you are taking, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call

Why are we ‘different’ 
at United Airlines?

H || nited Airlines announced last week 
that, while it would continue fighting 
a San Francisco ordinance providing 
equal benefits to domestic partners of em¬ 
ployees, it would agree to abide by a similar 
requirement to pay a livable wage to its Los 
Angeles-based employees. United has com¬ 
plied with L.A.’s law even though it claims 
that its “lawsuit against the city [San Fran¬ 
cisco] is based on one essential point... that 
a local government cannot regulate a na¬ 
tional industry.” 

Why is L.A.’s law okay and not San Fran¬ 
cisco’s? According to Matt Triaca, 
spokesman for United Airlines, “These or¬ 
dinances affect different employee groups.” 

Huh? So when Los Angeles tells United 
to pay its predominantly straight workforce 
a decent wage, the airline says “yes sir!” - 
but when San Francisco tries to get the 
company to give lesbian or gay employees a 
few days paid leave to bury a dead partner, 
United cries foul. United objects to work¬ 
ers’ rights when the workers are perceived 
to be lesbian or gay. 

United can’t have it both ways. Either it 
objects to cities protecting their citizens, or 
it agrees that all workers deserve to be treat¬ 
ed with respect. It can’t pick and choose 
who gets treated like a human being based 
on their sexual orientation. United stands 
exposed. This is not about cost. Paying 
workers a living wage will clearly cost the 
company much more than providing part¬ 
ners of employees equal benefits. The on¬ 
going lawsuit is costing United more than 
granting equal benefits. This is not about 
having to submit to local laws. This is ho¬ 
mophobia, pure and simple. 


It is no accident that the other party to 
the lawsuit is Pat Robertson’s American 
Center for Law and Justice. United claims 
that they are not connected to Pat Robert¬ 
son. See for yourself this Friday, January 22. 
Go to Judge Claudia Wilken’s courtroom at 
Oakland’s Federal Courthouse around 10 
a.m. Look at who’s sitting together at the 
plaintiff’s table. 

Ignoble history 

For activists, there is vindication in 
United’s apparent admission that it 
wasn’t paying its Los Angeles em¬ 
ployees a livable wage. This airline 
has a history of mistreating its 
workers. Pro family even in 1968, 

United was sued by flight atten¬ 
dants because getting married 
meant getting fired. Preg¬ 
nancy was grounds for 
instant termination. 

As the result of a law¬ 
suit in 1976, United entered into a consent 
decree for the purpose of eliminating a pat¬ 
tern of discrimination in employment 
based on race, national origin, and sex. It 
took United 19 years, until 1995, before the 
consent decree was lifted. Still, in 1995, the 
airline was sued for grounding two HIV¬ 
positive pilots. 

Equal Benefits Advocates, an organiza¬ 
tion founded by the originators of San 
Francisco’s equal benefits ordinance, has or¬ 
ganized a national boycott of United Air¬ 
lines. Endorsed by the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign and the Gay and Lesbian Victory 
Fund, the boycott follows three principles: 

• Where a customer has a choice (and 
choice may be driven by price, use of fre¬ 
quent flyer points or availability of other 
flights), customers should try to fly anoth¬ 


er airline. 

• If no choice exists, Equal Benefits Ad¬ 
vocates requests the customer take the op¬ 
portunity to educate United and the public 
by wearing a button or sticker expressing 
their support of the boycott. 

• If United complies with the equal ben¬ 
efits ordinance, the boycott is over. 

You can help send a message to United. 

Join in an informational picket at Unit¬ 
ed ticket offices in San Francisco, San Jose, 
Berkeley, and Oakland on Thursday, Feb¬ 
ruary 4 at noon.

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In praise of the silent majority 

Not a month passes by that you have to “editorial¬ 
ize” one of the letters sent to you by your readers. The 
last case was the one sent by Mr. Christopher Hall 
[“MPx CS,” Mailstrom, January 7] in reference to Cyn¬ 
thia Laird’s article on the already famous letter that 
Willie sent to Bill (I play golf with them and Vernon). 

Perhaps you are right on pointing out the merits 
of Michael Petrelis’s involvement with ACT UP and 
the HIV cause. But when you reply to Mr. Hall, you 
make yourself sound that if he would be attacking 
you personally. I do not think that is the purpose of 
this column. 

There is silent majority of people in this city that 
are doing more than being detractors of the HIV 
cause. Some have left lucrative-positions in the private 
sector, moved here to take care of dying friends, and 
have been exposed to prejudices to come and work 
with newly infected people. These people comes from 
all walks of life, some are gay (a good portion being 
lesbians) and some are straight (showing more dedi¬ 
cation and sensitivity to the patient than many of us). 
Maybe they do not have access to the White 
House, but ironically through letters like 
Willie’s, they are hearing from them. 

In the January 13 edition of the New 
York Times, Larry Kramer states that AIDS 
is no longer considered a problem in this 
country. That gays are channeling their 
monies to other causes. Then he adds, 

“Aside from that, nobody wants to give 
any money to poor people, people of 
color and drug users.” Probably these are the people 
that Mr. Hall was referring to, when he mentioned the 
recognition given by Willie Brown to the services pro¬ 
vided at the HIV Clinic La Esperanza, at the Mission 
Neighborhood Health Center.

Tough love is the necessity 

I wanted to send in a comment on your year-end 
editorial, “The Necessity is Building”: 

The national debt has not been paid off: it’s still 
$5.6 trillion (as of 12/1/98), and were still paying over 
$240 billion a year - 15 percent of the national budget 
- in interest. The only reason there appeared to be a 
budget surplus this year was borrowing against the so- 
called trust fund Social Security was supposed to be. 

Housing is expensive in San Francisco because so 
many people move here. If fewer people wanted to 
live here, housing prices would drop. Encouraging 
people to move here whether or not they can afford it, 
whether or not they have the skills for the local job 
market, only hurts them. There are many areas of this 
country with no need for “living wage” legislation be¬ 
cause they have more jobs than unskilled or semi¬ 
skilled workers to fill them. Bailing out people who 
“come to San Francisco where life is rumored to be 
easier” only hurts them. It rewards them for making 
a life-changing decision based on rumor rather than 
information, and destroys any incentive to make de¬ 
cisions that lead to independence. Real compassion 
would be getting them to where there are jobs for 
them and the cost of living is lower. 

To harm these unfortunates in this way also re¬ 
quires hurting working people, and other people tak¬ 
ing responsibility for themselves, by taxing them to 
subsidize people who come from elsewhere for streets 
paved with gold that don’t exist. Many of the poor 
whom people say are San Francisco’s poor are actual¬ 
ly migrants. Check with County Social Services: new 
General Assistance applicants come in waves from 
other states, for money that must be taken in taxes 
from a population of under 750,000. A Chronicle ar¬ 
ticle last week interviewed two candidates for taxpay¬ 
er-funded housing: one had moved here from 
Phoenix, the other from Nova Scotia. Nova Scotia! 
That’s not even within taxing range of the federal gov¬ 
ernment. Give free or subsidized housing to these 
folks, and you’ll never end poverty in San Francisco, 
because the word will be out that living - or at least 
housing - is indeed “easy” in San Francisco. There will 
be a never-ending stream of people moving here in 
search of that easy living, some thanks to those who 
advocate housing on demand for anyone from any¬ 
where in the world. 

This bad news is actually the “best case” scenario: 
it assumes government can make a difference. It does¬ 
n’t. This country has spent over $5 trillion over the 
past 30 years fighting poverty, without success. We’ve 
told people they have a right to certain things, and 
many have come to expect government (i.e., the rest 
of us) to provide for them regardless. Were we not 
taxed so heavily for a welfare state that doesn’t work, 
we could fund private charities that give a boost to 
those willing to make positive changes in their lives. 

You’re asking for more money for something that 
hasn’t worked, and that neither San Francisco nor the 
nation can afford. Rejecting that isn’t mean - it’s a re¬ 
fusal to pay to be codependent.

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Feinstein, Boxer, 
impeachment

W hether the U.S. Senate 
votes to convict or acquit 
President Bill Clinton 
rests in large part, according to re¬ 
ports out of Washington, on the 
decision of eight particular De¬ 
mocratic senators. One of the 
eight that those closely watching 
the impeachment trial in the Sen¬ 
ate this week is California’s senior 
senator, Dianne Feinstein. (The 
others thought to be vulnerable to 
a vote against Clinton and thereby 
for conviction are West Virginia’s 
Robert Byrd, New York’s Daniel 
Moynihan, Connecticut’s Joseph 
Lieberman, Nebraska’s Robert 
Kerrey, Florida’s Bob Graham, 
Virginia’s Charles Robb, and 
Georgia’s Max Cleland.) 

Feinstein, one of the more 
powerful women in the federal 
government - and still thought to 
be a leading vice presidential pos¬ 
sibility on an Al Gore-for-presi- 
dent ticket next year - is said to be 
among the most attentive mem¬ 
bers of the ongoing trial: she sits 
hour after hour, taking notes and 
paying particularly close attention 
to those Republicans making 
the case last week against 
the president. 

The former San Fran¬ 
cisco mayor, who was 
once close personal 
friend of the presi¬ 
dent, told intimates 
she had been “shat¬ 
tered” by his 
relationship 
with Monica 
Lewinsky and 
his decision to repeatedly lie 
about it; he personally assured her 
early last year that the charges of 
his having sex with the young 
White House intern were false. 
Feinstein has told close friends 
several times that she truly “felt 
betrayed by the president’s behav¬ 
ior, but more so by his continued 
deception.” 

Since the Constitution re¬ 
quires a two-thirds vote, or 67 
senators, to remove a president 
from office, at least a dozen De¬ 
mocrats would have to join the 
Senate’s 55 Republicans. That’s 
considered a long shot at the mo¬ 
ment, and so far none of the 
above-mentioned eight senators 
has signaled an inclination to vote 
for Clinton’s conviction, meaning 
that both Republicans and De¬ 
mocrats still expect the trial to 
end in acquittal. However, if Clin¬ 
ton’s case ever starts to fall apart 
after the calling of witnesses (as¬ 
suming they will be called), his 
supporters do worry that if any 
Democratic were to vote against 
the president, others might soon 
follow. 

Feinstein told reporters early 
this week that she will weigh pop¬ 
ular opinion and “other consider¬ 
ations” in determining whether 
Clinton should be removed from 
office. Asked specifically about 
what threshold would warrant 
Clinton’s ouster, she said, “The 
higher the level, the better - this is 
about the possible removal of the 
president of the United States.” 

Senator Barbara Boxer also 
told reporters this week she thinks 
senators should possess an “ex¬ 
pansive” view of what constitutes 
removal from office. Boxer aides 
believe she is “leaning heavily” in 
the direction of voting against 
conviction, while those close to 


Feinstein say that although she 
has “definitely” not made up her 
mind - and will not do so until 
she hears from the witnesses that 
Republicans will likely insist on 
calling- but nevertheless suggest 
she is currently “likely” in Clin¬ 
ton’s camp. 

Politics and people 

In a direct reversal of his Re¬ 
publican predecessor, Governor 
Gray Davis last week said he 
would support a bill ex¬ 
tending health benefits 
to the partners of gay 
and lesbian state em¬ 
ployees and will not 
interfere (unlike 
Pete Wilson) with 
gay couples seeking to 
adopt children; where 
will Governor 
Davis come 
down on the 
issue slated for 
a March 2000 vote on the ballot 
initiative over whether or not gay 
marriages should be recognized? 
We will have to wait to find out; 
during last year’s gubernatorial 
primary Davis’s Democratic op¬ 
ponents, Al Checchi and Jane 
Harman, both endorsed the idea 
but Davis then said, “I don’t think 
America is ready yet” for gay mar¬ 
riages. As to the issue that will 
surely be on the ballot next year, 
the governor only says he is not 
ready to take a position, saying 
“there plenty of time to engage a 
ballot measure in 2000.” 

Even some of those who would 
never vote for Tom Ammiano are 
wondering where the likes of 
Michael Yaki, Gavin Newsom, 
Barbara Kaufman, and Mabel 
Teng came off trying to shoot 
down his committee reshuffling 
last week; one City Hall regular 
told me the entire thing was about 
“Yaki always shooting off his 
mouth, Gavin is still pissed that 
he came in second, and Mabel 
even more annoyed that after 
spending all that money she came 
in a dismal third - with no thanks 
to her mentor, Kaufman.” 

Public Defender Jeff Brown, 
who ran unopposed for re-elec¬ 
tion, quietly was sworn into his 
sixth term last week; Brown, 
thought to be interested in a pos¬ 
sible judicial appointment, an¬ 
nounced this would definitely be 
his last term as PD. 

New Attorney General Bill 
Lockyer, making good on a cam¬ 
paign promise to install a biparti¬ 
san team in Sacramento, last week 
appointed a top Republican in 
former Attorney General Dan 
Lungren’s administration, Peter 
Siggins, as chief deputy for legal 
affairs, one of the top spots in the 
office. The position reportedly 


was offered to former San Fran¬ 
cisco District Attorney Arlo 
Smith who served for years in the 
AG’s office, but Smith is reported¬ 
ly eyeing a district supervisor run 
next year and was not to be inter¬ 
ested in relocating to Sacramento. 

California’s veteran Congress¬ 
man George E. Brown (D-San 
Bernardino) is the oldest man of 
the House at 73, but is a kid com¬ 
pared to the Senate’s GOP’s 
Strom Thurmond (South Caroli¬ 
na), a doughty 96. 

Insiders say the next Republi¬ 
can to announce his “exploration” 
of presidency candidacy (after the 
headline-grabbing Senate trial is 
over) will be House Budget Com¬ 
mittee Chairman John R. Ka- 
sich of Ohio; Kasich, 46, finally 
married a couple of years ago 
after having shared a D.C. apart¬ 
ment with a male aide for years. 
There are still whispers a’plenty 
about this guy in certain Beltway 
circles. 

The 1990 ballot measure 
passed by voters that limits the 
terms of the state Senate to two 
four-year terms and the Assembly 
to three two-year terms makes a 
mess out of the system in Sacra¬ 
mento and there is talk of once 
again attempting to put yet an¬ 
other plan on the ballot reversing 
term limits in the not-too-distant 
future; term limits in the state 
Legislature simply doesn’t work 
and should be reversed. 

He might be a quiet, non-con- 
troversial, pleasant, down-home 
type of guy, activists in Washing¬ 
ton point out that Representative 
Dennis Hastert, the new GOP 
“accidental” House Speaker, is no 
friend of gays and lesbians, point¬ 
ing out that he has a top 100 per¬ 
cent rating from the anti-gay 
Christian Coalition exactly like 
his GOP allies, Dick Armey and 
Tom DeLay. 

Hear Ye, Hear Ye. The Reverend 
Jerry Falwell says the Antichrist 

is probably alive, is a male Jew and 
is walking somewhere among us; 
Falwell announced last week that 
he also believes the second coming 
of Christ probably will be within 
the next 10 years; according to the 
Bible, the Antichrist will spread 
universal evil before the end of the 
world but will be finally con¬ 
quered at the second coming of 
Christ. Am I the only one thinking 
so, or does the reverend sound a 
bit anti-Semitic here?

ss very year, tears stream down 
my cheeks as news pro¬ 
grams flash the famous clip 
of the Reverend Martin Luther 
King, Jr. proclaiming his wish for 
the future: “I have a dream that 
my four children will one day live 
in a nation where they will not be 
judged by the color of their skin 
but by the content of their char¬ 
acter.” 

It’s downright un-American 
not to feel one with King when he 
calls for the day that “this nation 
will rise up and live out the true 
meaning of its creed: ‘We hold 
these truths to be self evident: that 
all men are created equal.’” 

We are presented with a com¬ 
forting portrait of King - too 
comforting if you ask me, sani¬ 
tized and safe from 
many of his messages. 
Remembered for his 
dream rather than for 
his resistance, King is 
packaged so smoothly 
and with so little room 
for the radical nature of 
his teachings that he \l /!y 
is likely to show up 
any day now on 
the side of a Muni 
bus, fully appropri¬ 
ated, for the sake of selling blue 
jeans or software. I have a night¬ 
mare, that one day King and Har¬

vey Milk will 
appear larger 
than life in a 
black-and-white 
on a mega-bill¬ 
board under the 
slogan “Think 
Different.” 

The truth is, 

King was an ex¬ 
traordinary 
thinker. But his 
views were and 
are far more 
controversial - 
far more to the 
left - than the 
current sound- 
bytes would 

have anyone be¬ 
lieve. King 

wanted more than multicultural 
dance-a-thons. He understood 
that social justice was linked to 
economic reform. 

Opening sections of 
the “Dream” speech 
highlight King’s equa¬ 
tion of social justice 
with economic justice: 
“The Negro lives on a 
lonely island of poverty 
in the midst of a 
vast ocean of ma¬ 
terial prosperity. 
... It is obvious 
today that America 
has defaulted on this promissory 
note insofar as her citizens of 
color are concerned. ... America 
has given the Negro people a bad 
check which has come back 
marked ‘insufficient funds.’” 

King saw nonviolence as rele¬ 
vant beyond civil rights battles he 
fought in U.S. cities. In protesting 
the war in Vietnam, King called 
the U.S. government “the greatest 
purveyor of violence in the world 
today.” When positing the Viet¬ 
namese impression of America as 
their “strange liberator,” he equat¬ 
ed the U.S. military practices to 
Nazi practices. “What do they 
think as we test our latest 
weapons on them, just as the Ger¬ 
mans tested out new medicine 
and new tortures in the concen¬ 
tration camps of Europe?” 

King was America’s most in¬ 
sightful, and often harshest critic. 
He went beyond the comfortable 
message of “love everybody” to 
the controversial details of what it 
would actually mean - in social, 
political and economic terms - to 
practice that love. Our country 
needs King’s insight now more 


than ever, but we avoid that which 
fails to comfort us. The most nec¬ 
essary words are often the hardest 
to hear. 

The Georgia Commission on 
the Holocaust ought to know that 
better than anyone. The truths 
about genocide and concentra¬ 
tion camps are no easier to hear 
today than they were in 1986 
when the commission began its 
educational work. But this month 
the commission erased a few of 
the details to make the Holocaust 
story flow a little more smoothly. 

The commission deleted de¬ 
tails of the treatment of homosex¬ 
uals by the Nazis from its 92-page 
teacher’s guide distributed to 
middle and high school teachers 
in Georgia. According to reports, 
the guide, Triangles, Badges, & 
Stars: Remembering the Mosaic of 
Victims of the Holocaust , notes 
male homosexuals among the list 
of victim groups in four places, 
but the only two extended de¬ 
scriptions of their victimization 
have been deleted from the Geor¬ 
gia edition. 

Sylvia Wygoda, director and 
chairperson of the Holocaust 
Commission gave the Atlanta 
Journal-Constitution two reasons 
for the deletion/censorship: 
“number one, it wasn’t even nec¬ 
essary to the content of the book, 
and number two, it is not our 
place to put sexually graphic ma¬ 
terial into the schools.” 

Number one, I believe these 
passages demonstrate the twisted 
motives of the Nazis, an idea I 
presume to be necessary to the 
content of the book. And number 
two, these passages are not sexu-

H n the January 13 edition of the 

New York Times, columnist 

Frank Rich takes on religious 
political extremists with his usual 
incisive style and aplomb, again 
bringing to light the bigotry and 
hypocrisy of the Family Research 
Council (FRC). Rich writes about 
Michael and Jon Gallucio, a gay 
male couple who came to nation¬ 
al prominence when they adopt¬ 
ed a child, HIV-positive and born 
with a crack cocaine addiction, 
for whom they had previously 
been foster parents. The FRC has 
called the Gallucios “twisted,” and 
named them in its “bad of 1998” 
list, for their efforts in the adop¬ 
tion and their work for civil 
rights. 

All of these references, Rich 
points out, appear in the council’s 
newsletter Culture Facts, which 
Rich wrote about in a previous 
column, noting the organiza¬ 
tion’s use of faulty statistics 
to support claims that 
lesbians are more 
prone to domestic vio¬ 
lence than heterosexu¬ 
al couples [See “Family 
Research Charade,” 
GLAADAlert Decem¬ 
ber 10,1998.] 

Rich quotes Jon 
Gallucio as saying, “If 
they have a problem with us 
being activists and gay poster par¬ 
ents, as they put it, that’s fine. But 
don’t put our kids in it.” Earlier in 
the story, Gallucio points to the 
climate created by the targeting of 
their family: “The fear comes that 
one of their followers will be even 
more fanatical and take it one 
step further.” 

Rich also takes on the con¬ 
tention of religious political ex¬ 
tremists that their continual 
drumbeat of rhetoric has nothing 
to do with gay-bashing. In re¬ 
sponse to such claims, he notes 
the rise in hate crimes motivated 
by sexual orientation as reported 
to the FBI, despite a nationwide 
drop in crime overall. He then 
asks, “What is the right’s modern 
obsession with homosexuality?” 
Rich suggests it may be fear and 
bigotry; or the “culture war,” in 
which the lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender (LGBT) com¬ 
munity have become the desig¬ 
nated scapegoats; or that perhaps 
it may even have an element of 
pathology, pointing to attorney 
Roy Cohn and Arthur Finkel- 
stein, political consultant to Jesse 
Helms, whom Rich describes as 
“vitriolic right-wing exploiters of 
homophobia [who] have turned 
out to be gay themselves.” 

Rich ends the piece with an e- 
mail he received, which movingly 
tells of the difficulty a reader has 
in trying to believe that “family 


values” are somehow threatened 
by lesbians arid gay man wanting 
to marry and raise children. “T 
am finding that my faith in God 
and my appreciation for family 
are in fact deepened and 
strengthened ‘“. 

Please write the New York 
Times and thank the paper for 
Rich’s continuing insight and in¬ 
telligence in the face of attacks on 
the LGBT community from polit¬ 
ical religious extremists.

Adoption articles 
miss the whole story 

Standing in contrast to Rich’s 
superlative article in the. New York 
Times, two stories on lesbian and 
gay adoption reveal the unfortu¬ 
nate omission of the very 
people most affected by the 
issue: lesbian and gay 
parents, and their chil¬ 
dren. 

• In the January 14 
edition of the Bergen 
Record, Ruth Padawer 
writes about the re¬ 
cent adoption of twins 
by Human Rights 
Campaign (HRC) Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Eliza¬ 
beth Birch and her partner 
Hillary Rosen. As in the Gallucio 
case, FRC issued a press release 
castigating the partners for their 
adoption. The Record reproduces 
quotes from the release, and 
speaks at length about the “Truth 
In Love” advertising campaign 
that FRC had co-sponsored. 
Padawer quotes from two of the 
ads, which touted “conversion” 
therapy for lesbians and gay men. 
She also interviews a spokes¬ 
woman for FRC. But the only les¬ 
bian and gay voices in the article 
are that of Jon Gallucio, (see 
above) and David Smith, a 
spokesman for HRC. The 
amount of space given over to re¬ 
ligious political extremists seems 
significantly larger than that 
given to parents who are lesbian 
or gay, with nine quotes or refer¬ 
ences from anti-gay groups, and 
three quotes or references from 
LGBT sources. 

• A January 8 story published 
in the Deseret News discusses a 
bid by lawmakers to limit adop¬ 
tions in Utah to “legally married” 
couples and single people. Adop¬ 
tion by lesbian, gay, or bisexual 
couples, unmarried heterosexual 
couples and, according to the 
newspaper, “couples practicing 
polygamy” would be prohibited. 
In the course of the story, two 
sources are quoted: one, an assis¬ 
tant professor of social work at 
the University of Utah, supports 


diversity in adoptions. The other, 
Richard Wilkins, described by re¬ 
porter Marjorie Cortez as 
“founder of an organization that 
lobbies for pro-family policies be¬ 
fore the U.N. conference,” sup¬ 
ports the adoption bans. 

Please contact the Deseret 
News and Bergen Record, and let 
them know that, as more is re¬ 
ported about lesbian and gay par¬ 
enting, the need for fair and ac¬ 
curate information and coverage 
becomes even greater.

Young, gay, and proud 

The January 12 edition of the 
Virginian-Pilot features a story 
about Jon Leszczynski, a 16-year- 
old high school student in 
Portsmouth, Virginia, who is in 
the process of starting a 
gay/straight alliance. The story 
examines Leszcynski’s coming to 
terms with his sexual orientation, 
long before he felt comfortable 
revealing it to his mother and se¬ 
lected friends. 

Lorraine Eaton writes of the 
young man’s attempt to found 
the only gay/straight alliance in a 
Virginia high school, in light of 
complex statistics that purport to 
tell the lives of LGBT youth, in¬ 
cluding the risk of suicide and a 
higher truancy rate owing to fear 
of violence. Leszczynski himself 
confronted the fear of violence 
when he was cornered near his 
locker and taunted by fellow stu¬ 
dents. After the death of Matthew 
Shepard, Leszczynski considered 
leaving high school altogether; 
instead, however, he wrote letters 
to his representatives, and sought 
out support groups. With the en¬ 
couragement of his mother, 
whom he had come out to in a 
letter, he decided to begin the 
process of establishing the stu¬ 
dent group. 

Please write to the Virginian- 
Pilot and thank them for a deeply 
sensitive portrayal of a young gay 
man who has taken up the strug¬ 
gle for equal rights and visibility, 
in the face of harsh reality.

ally graphic. 

Judge for yourself. One of the 
excised paragraphs reads: “Ger¬ 
man male homosexuals were tar¬ 
geted and arrested because they 
would not breed the master race: 
they were an affront to the Nazi 
macho image.” 

Hmm. This erasure in a state 
which has gone to the Supreme 
Court to defend its sodomy laws 
in recent years... 

The other passage, which ap¬ 
peared on a different page, erased 
from history: 

“The doors of the third [cattle] 
car open and the homosexuals 
spill forth, males only, because as 
Himmler concluded,‘lesbians can 
give birth.’ The taunting jeers, and 
blows of the guards stun the men. 
They will stay a night and then be 
rerouted to Sachsenhausen and 
Buchenwald to be with their kind. 
The pink triangle they will soon 
wear is a result of a judgment that 
they have broken Article 175A, by 
sexual act, by kissing, by embrac¬ 
ing, by fantasy and thought. Some 
will be given an opportunity to re¬ 
cant by successfully completing 
sexual activity with a woman in 
the camp brothel. Most others will 
find themselves tormented from 
all sides as they struggle to avoid 
being assaulted, raped, worked, 
and beaten to death.” 

This is the kind of paragraph 
that is likely to inject a little dis¬ 
comfort into a classroom. The 
passage characterizes the degrada-

tion and dehumanization of the 
policies enforced in the camps. It 
is painful to read and might even 
be difficult for high schoolers to 
discuss. I could imagine someone 
calling it disturbing, but it is less 
about sexual activity than it is 
about a regime’s wish to control 
sexual activity - and, therefore, 
contains lessons relevant to a con¬ 
temporary American high school 
civics class. 

More disturbing, however, is 
the notion that the truth - 
whether it is the truth of historical 
events or of a hero’s message - 
should be softened, erased, or san¬ 
itized to ease the tension of the 
audience. 

If we teach about the Holo¬ 
caust with the hope that it will 
never happen again, then we teach 
from an activist point of view, 
with a sense of morality. Some 
historians argue against such a 
position, choosing an amoral ap¬ 
proach. A group that calls itself 
The Georgia Commission on the 
Holocaust is likely to have an ac¬ 
tivist mission supported by a 
moral viewpoint. If so, then the 
deletion of these passages is the 
insistence upon a half-truth in 
history and serves as a vote not 
only for the status quo of contin¬ 
ued invisibility, scapegoating, and 
dehumanization of the gay, les¬ 
bian, bisexual and transgender 
people but also for an erasure of 
our history. 

Let freedom ring from the cur¬ 
vaceous peaks of California! 

But not only that; let freedom 
ring from Stone Mountain of Geor¬

Prisoner released in 
Poliakov murder case 


UJhata difference 
a smile malm

J osh Puckett’s convicted ac¬ 
complice is a free man. 
Mardy Kisner, 24, was re¬ 
leased from San Quentin State 
Prison on January 7. On October 
30, after spending more than a 
year in jail awaiting trial, Kisner 
was sentenced after pleading 
guilty to both burglary and to 
being an accomplice after the fact 
to involuntary manslaughter. 

Kisner confessed to police that 
he helped Puckett dispose of Vi¬ 
taly “Steve” Poliakov’s body in a 
creek in Puckett’s hometown of 
Atascadero, about halfway be¬ 
tween Los Angeles and San Fran¬ 
cisco. Kisner said he woke up at 
his friend’s house in Orinda on 
the Sunday before Labor Day 
1997 to find Poliakov dead and so 
badly beaten he didn’t recognize 
him. Kisner told police Puckett 
told him he killed Poliakov “be¬ 
cause he’s a fag and he likes me.” 

A phone call to Kisner’s former 
residence in Lafayette was an¬ 
swered by his father, who said his 
son wasn’t living with him. When 
asked where he could be reached, 
Kisner’s father responded, “Leave 
him alone. He doesn’t need to talk 
to a reporter.” 

While still in custody, Kisner 
consented to a series of taped in¬ 
terviews with this reporter and de¬ 
tailed the final moments of the 29- 
year-old Poliakov’s life. Kisner said 
he recalled Poliakov paging Puck¬ 
ett and offering to bring drugs 
over to the Orinda house. Kisner 
said Poliakov arrived at the house 
drunk and the three did crystal 
and coke supplied by Poliakov. 
Kisner said he noticed that while 
he and Poliakov drank vodka, 
Puckett “only pretended to drink.” 

When asked how Puckett and 
Poliakov were interacting that 
night, Kisner said “In my opinion, 

I would have to say quite close. 
They were both on the couch. We 
were sitting in a big old room and 
they both were sitting on the 
couch and I was on the floor. 
Steve had put his legs up on Josh 
when they were on the couch. 

“I was pretty kind of out of it 
and I didn’t think anything of it 
until all this stuff circulated of 
Josh’s sexuality. And then I put 
two and two together.” 

Puckett, who modeled for the 
cover of the international gay 
youth magazine, XY, insisted in 
interviews with this reporter that 


he’s not gay or bisexual. Kisner 
disagrees. “There’s no way. on 
earth he’s not bisexual.” 

One of Puckett’s former girl¬ 
friends called Kisner “so homo- 
phobic it’s disgusting.” Kisner said 
“that’s nonsense.” He said he had 
good gay male friends in San Luis 
Obispo and has an aunt and uncle 
who are gay. “I think gay people 
are more open minded than most 
people,” he said. “They don’t pass 
judgment.” 

No love lost 

In the early morning hours be¬ 
fore the killing, Kisner said he 
passed out in the bathroom and 
never witnessed any of the beat¬ 
ing. Although Kisner told police 
he helped Puckett dispose of Poli¬ 
akov’s body, he maintained to this 
reporter that he never saw the 
body and only confessed to help¬ 
ing Puckett because he said police 
led him to believe if he did, he 
wouldn’t be charged. “I just said 
whatever to get them off my back. 
Next thing I know I am being 
charged with accessory to first de¬ 
gree murder.” 

There is no love lost now be¬ 
tween Puckett and Kisner. In the 
spring of 1997, the pair met in San 
Luis Obispo and became good 
friends. When they came up to the 
Bay Area, Kisner introduced Puck¬ 
ett to his friends in the East Bay 
and the two spent much of their 
time together. Their friendship 
unraveled while in custody in the 
Contra Costa County jail. 

One year ago this week, in the 
middle of this reporter’s third in¬ 
terview with Puckett, Kisner 
could be heard affectionately call¬ 
ing Puckett’s jail house nickname, 
“Lucky,” but in subsequent inter¬ 
views, Puckett and Kisner made it 
clear their friendship was over. 

Kisner was angry because he 
said Puckett was telling other in¬ 
mates that he took a murder rap 
off Kisner by confessing to the 
killing. Kisner said he had noth¬ 
ing to do with the killing and re¬ 
sented Puckett taking credit for 
him not being charged with mur¬ 
der. Later, another inmate told jail 
authorities that Puckett had said 
he had wished he killed Kisner 
while he “was getting busy” with 
Poliakov. “Getting busy” was the 
term the inmate said that Puckett 
used to describe his bludgeoning 
of Poliakov. 

Puckett, who turned 19 last 
month, disputes Kisner’s claim that 
he wasn’t drinking at the house. He

said he passed out on the combina¬ 
tion of drugs and alcohol and woke 
up to find Poliakov unbuttoning 
his pants. He said he hit Poliakov 
with the first thing he could find, a 
Martinelli’s cider bottle. Puckett 
said he repeatedly hit Poliakov with 
the bottle after he got up and Poli¬ 
akov continued to come towards 
him. But investigators have insist¬ 
ed that blood splatter evidence in¬ 
dicates the fatal hit likely came 
from behind while Poliakov was al¬ 
ready down. 

Puckett’s trial ended in a mis¬ 
trial last June after prosecutors 
played an inadmissible portion of 
Puckett’s videotaped confession. 
After hearing that several jurors 
reacted favorably towards Puckett, 
prosecutors gave up on the mur¬ 
der charge. 

In September, Puckett accept¬ 
ed a plea bargain allowing him to 
plead guilty to involuntary

manslaughter and burglary in ex¬ 
change for a 13-year, eight-month 
sentence. Both Puckett and Kisner 
had been charged with burglariz¬ 
ing a home near the Orinda house 
where the killing took place. 

Because Puckett already had a 
strike for a previous armed rob¬ 
bery conviction, he would have 
likely received a 13-year sentence 
on the burglary alone. With cred¬ 
it for time served and good be¬ 
havior in prison, he will go free by 
the time he’s 28. T

95 ministers perform 
lesbian holy union 
to challenge church

O rganizers expected 80 
Methodist ministers to per¬ 
form a lesbian holy union in 
Sacramento’s Convention Center 
Theater last Saturday, January 16, 
but by the time the clergy 
marched on stage their ranks had 
swelled to 95. 

The ministers blessed the rela¬ 
tionship between Ellie Charlton, 
63, and Jeanne Barnett, 68, both 
longtime members of the church, 
thereby defying a 1998 United 
Methodist Church ruling that for¬ 
bids its ministers to perform 
same-sex holy unions. 

Under Methodist law the min¬ 
isters could be defrocked for the 
simple act of providing their rela¬ 
tionship with the blessings of the 
church. 

Gay former ministers and 
dozens of lay representatives from 
gay-supportive churches joined 
the ministers on stage, adding 
their presence to this act of “eccle¬ 
siastical disobedience.” According 
to organizers over 1,000 guests 
were in the audience, most of 
them gay-supportive members 
from Northern California church¬ 
es. 

What had begun in October as 
a personal commitment by Charl¬ 
ton and Barnett’s minister, the 
Reverend Don Fado of St. Mark’s 
United Methodist Church in 
Sacramento, to perform his next 
same-sex holy union in public, 
turned into a powerful statement 
of religious support for gay mar¬ 
riage. 

Although Methodist ministers 
have been quietly performing 
same-sex unions for many years, 
the group’s General Conference

voted in 1998 to amend its Social 
Rules to say, “Ceremonies that cel¬ 
ebrate homosexual unions shall 
not be conducted by our minis¬ 
ters and shall not be conducted in 
our churches.” 

Fado made it clear that the 
ministers officiating at the cere¬ 
mony were ready to face the con¬ 
sequences of their actions. Before 
they read, in unison, the “bless¬ 
ings and announcements” that 
joined the couple together, Fado 
declared, “If anyone wants to file 
charges against us, this is what the 
charges are for, this blessing.” 

Following the blessing, Charl¬ 
ton and Barnett exchanged their 
vows, pledging to love each other 
for the rest of lives. The women 
wore identical outfits - gray slacks, 
turtlenecks, and lavender cardi¬ 
gans appliqued with flowers. 

The 90-minute service was a 
mixture of religion, politics, and 
pure fun. It included music per¬ 


formed by soloists and a chorus of 
hundreds of local singers who call 
themselves DIVA (Diverse Indi¬ 
viduals Vocalizing Affirmatively). 
Barnett’s niece and cousin also 
sang a duet from Phantom of the 
Opera and Charlton’s daughter- 
in-law and granddaughter recited 
a poem they had written together. 

A high point was a comic song 
called “The Ballad of Ellie and 
Jeanne,” about the joys and tribu¬ 
lations of lesbian love, written and 
performed by a husband-and- 
wife team. 

Just before the benediction, 
audience members tossed hun¬ 
dreds of multi-colored crepe 
paper streamers into the air, 
strewing the auditorium with an 
overlay of helter-skelter rainbow 
stripes. 

Brightly colored hate 

Outside the convention center, 
cordoned off by yellow tape and 
police, about 15 members of the 
Reverend Fred Phelps’s traveling 
band of anti-gay activists held 
brightly colored signs that pro¬ 
claimed “God hates fags,” “sows 
wed,” and “Union made in hell.” 
Phelps, a Topeka, Kansas preach¬ 
er, has appeared with his follow¬ 
ers at numerous gay religious 
events, most recently Matthew 
Shepard’s funeral in Wyoming last 
October. 

On the other side of the street 
supporters of the wedding cere¬ 
mony formed a “Circle of Love,” 
singing hymns and spirituals and 
holding hand-made signs. One 
group of supporters from Plac- 
erville, California, carried signs 
that said, “I’m a white, married, 
middle class, heterosexual 
woman. Homophobia hurts. This 
is my issue, too.” ▼

The petition was filed just days 
before a large holy union ceremo¬ 
ny performed by 95 United 
Methodist ministers in Sacra¬ 
mento [see story, above].

11 M ifteen parishioners of a 
Roman Catholic church in 
II. the East Bay city of 
Pleasanton have petitioned Oak¬ 
land Bishop John Cummins to 
remove their pastor for support¬ 
ing blessings of same-sex rela¬ 
tionships. 

Parishioner Mary Arnold filed 
the petition Monday, January 11

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Increase in homeless 
deaths unites SF’s 
gay churches, temple

W% esponding to the sharp in- 
* crease in homeless deaths 
11 % in San Francisco, gay-af¬ 
firming churches and the syna¬ 
gogue Congregation Sha’ar Zahav 
are rallying around the central 
theme of saving lives by distribut¬ 
ing blankets. Last year’s record 
rate of 157 homeless deaths - an 
increase from 122 the previous 
year [see “TG among 157homeless 
deaths in SF this year,” December 
24] - has led the faith organiza¬ 
tions to greater action in keeping 
the needy warm. 

“The irony is,” said the Rev¬ 
erend Jim Mitulski of Metropoli¬ 
tan Community Church (MCC), 
San Francisco, “this effort is simi¬ 
lar to efforts in the 1960s and 
1970s. The San Francisco Tavern 
Guild, as it was then called, was an 
association of gay bars that would 
use their businesses to focus on is¬ 
sues of importance to the com¬ 
munity. 

“At times food was collected 
and other times money was raised 
through auctions. It was this col¬ 
lective of gay bars that provided 
the foundation for what is now 




the AIDS Emergency Fund (AEF). 
So in this unity [of churches and 
Sha’ar Zahav] we also want to en¬ 
courage businesses, bars, groups, 
and clubs to join our efforts.” 

Shelters have been at around 
double capacity for several years, 
leaving homeless persons 
nowhere to go but the streets. In 
these months of record cold tem¬ 
peratures, a simple blanket is for 
some the difference between life 
and death. 

Clean new or used blankets 
should be dropped off in the 
morning this Sunday, January 24 
at the churches joining in the ef¬ 
fort, including: Holy Innocents 
Episcopal, Noe Valley Ministry, 
Bethany United Methodist, St. 
Francis Lutheran, Most Holy Re¬ 
deemer Catholic, St. John’s United 
Church of Christ, Radiant Light 
Ministry, and MCC-San Francis¬ 
co. Congregation Sha’ar Zahav on 
Dolores Street will collect blankets 
Friday evening, January 22. y

the vast majority of his Republi¬ 
can colleagues - he had come out 
in support of gays in the military, 
was a co-sponsor of the Employ¬ 
ment Non-Discrimination Act, 
and had a rating of 75 percent on 
HRC’s tally card - his opponent, 
Chuck Schumer, had a somewhat 
higher rating (85 percent) based 
upon his votes as a congressman. 
Their records over the preceding 
three years showed that Schumer 
was very clearly the more gay- 
friendly. In addition, D’Amato 
was firmly anti-choice, a fact that 
enraged many New York lesbians. 

HRC’s support of D’Amato 
led to a significant number of 
members’ resignations, as well as 
the resignation of a board mem¬ 
ber. In addition to having suc¬ 
ceeded in getting Clinton to at¬ 
tend an HRC event, its support of 
D’Amato can only have damaged 
what goodwill HRC had success¬ 
fully created with the White 
House. In what was clearly a re¬ 
sponse to the debacle, HRC an¬ 
nounced the board would review 
the way in which future endorse¬ 
ments were decided. 

Maggot with an ‘m’ 

Birch, who has a bachelor’s de¬ 
gree in oceanography, seems to 
have found a knack for getting 
herself into deep water. Her view 
of her role seems to have been 
that she was not the “servant of 
the organization” but rather its 
leader. In a quote in Out she said, 
“Imagine what you would have 
done if three years ago you woke 
up and found that someone had 
handed you the movement.” Sev¬ 
eral gay activists pointed out that 
no one “handed (her) the move¬ 
ment.” 

During the recent National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
(NGLTF) Creating Change Con¬ 
ference in November, Birch pub¬ 
lished an open letter attacking a 
very prominent New York lesbian 
activist, Carmen Vasquez. In her 
letter she compared Vasquez and 
Vasquez’s supporters to maggots. 
The letter was so bizarre and 


ridiculous that some even won¬ 
dered if it wasn’t a hoax until 
HRC confirmed that it was for 
real. 

Birch’s timing in releasing this 
letter - at a time when the confer¬ 
ence gathered more gay and les¬ 
bian activists in one place than at 
any other time during the year - 
was hardly propitious. Kerry 
Lobel, NGLTF’s executive director, 
was forced to answer journalists’ 
questions about the letter, thereby 
increasing the coverage the issue 
gained. 

Although Birch ultimately 
claimed she had used a Buddhist 
metaphor, many found it difficult 
to forget that she had compared a 
respected activist to one of the an¬ 
imal kingdom’s lower life forms. 

Contributions on record 

Controversy did not end with 
the changing of the year. This 
month activist Michael Petrelis 


learned by scouring the website of 
the Federal Election Commission 
(FEC) that Birch’s partner, Hillary 
Rosen, had donated money to 
several prominent anti-gay Re¬ 
publicans including $2,000 to 
Orrin Hatch, the Mormon sena¬ 
tor from Utah. 

Hatch has scored very low in 
HRC’s rating system, earning a 33 
percent rating in the 104th and 
105th Congress. He received a 
zero rating for the 103rd Con¬ 
gress; and in the 102nd he was 
rated at 8 percent. In addition he 
failed to provide HRC with a writ¬ 
ten office policy of non-discrimi¬ 


nation in employment practices 
inside his own office. 

Petrelis discovered that Rosen, 
the president and CEO of the 
Recording Industry Association of 
America, was Hatch’s single 
largest individual donor out of 
232 contributors. 

The FEC files also show Rosen 
also donated $1,000 to Republi¬ 
can Senator Spencer Abraham of 
Mississippi. The HRC rating for 
Abraham during the 105th Con¬ 
gress was 33 percent, up from zero 
percent in the 104th. Like Hatch, 
he has no written non-discrimi¬ 
nation policy in his office. 

Rosen also donated money to 
Representative Mary Bono’s elec¬ 
tion campaign. The California Re¬ 
publican also had a low HRC rat¬ 
ing for the remainder of her late 
husband Sonny Bono’s term in 
the 105th Congress - 25 percent. 
In addition, Bono does not main¬ 
tain non-discrimination work¬ 


place rules inside her own office 
even though her step-daughter, 
Chastity, is a lesbian. 

After numerous failed at¬ 
tempts to get a comment about 
this matter, HRC Director of 
Communications David Smith 
could only say, “It's not worth 
commenting on. We’re not going 
to say anything and Elizabeth is 
not available.” 

Given that Birch and Rosen 
have recently adopted a couple of 
very young babies, they may pro¬ 
vide Birch with the excuse to say 
that she is resigning from her post 
for “family reasons.” ▼

strate the same good business 
sense in San Francisco that it did 
in Los Angeles. 

“United has argued for 
months that this case is not about 
discrimination against people 
with domestic partners but about 
the fact that a national air carrier 
cannot subject itself to local reg¬ 
ulation. United’s disingenuous ar¬ 
gument that they are opposed to 
local regulation has just been evis¬ 
cerated,” said Katz. 

United filed suit against the 
city of San Francisco - initially as 
part of the Air Transport Associa¬ 
tion and later on its own - to fight 
having to provide some provi¬ 
sions of the city’s equal benefits 
ordinance such as bereavement 
leave and travel. Last year Wilken 
ruled that airlines, because they 
are federally regulated, don’t have 
to offer other benefits such as 
health and pension benefits. Last 
week’s announcement by Los An¬ 
geles officials had city leaders in 
San Francisco crying foul, not 
over the living wage ordinance, 
but over what they called blatant 
hypocrisy on the part of United to 
pick and choose which local ordi¬ 
nances to follow. 

Katz and Leno said United’s ar¬ 
gument in its suit against the city 
has lost a lot of its steam in light of 
last week’s developments. “It’s as 
completely unbelievable as it is 


hypocritical and it is the demise of 
their argument that they can’t be 
dictated to by municipalities,” 
Leno told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Added Katz, “To state that one 
local regulation makes ‘good busi¬ 
ness sense,’ yet oppose another 
local ordinance requiring equal 
benefits for people with domestic 
partners demonstrates a callous 
disregard for gay and lesbian em¬ 
ployees, among others, and shows 
United’s true colors in failing to 
provide basic dignity and respect.” 

‘Shooting down’ United 

Jeff Sheehy, of Equal Benefits 
Advocates, the local group spear¬ 
heading the boycott of United by 
the gay community that was en¬ 
dorsed last month by the Human 
Rights Campaign and later by the 
Gay and Lesbian Victory Fund, 
said United has been exposed by 
their decision to follow the Los 
Angeles ordinance. “One issue is 
about a predominantly straight 
work force in Los Angeles, the 
other they perceive to be about 
lesbians and gay men. It’s homo¬ 
phobia pure and simple,” Sheehy 
told the B.A.R. 

Katz, who’s an attorney, told the 
B.A.R. that in her opinion, Unit¬ 
ed’s action with respect to the Los 
Angeles living wage law “shoots 
down their defense,” when it 
comes to arguing that it can’t com¬ 
ply with San Francisco’s ordinance. 
Last summer when United filed 
suit against the city, it took the ac¬ 
tion to force Wilken to rule on the 


one remaining issue that has not 
been litigated - whether it’s so bur¬ 
densome to provide domestic 
partners with benefits that the air¬ 
line would be forced to stop flying 
to San Francisco International Air¬ 
port (SFO). “Their whole argu¬ 
ment in court is not to comply 
with local ordinances,” Katz said. 
“The left had doesn’t know what 
the right hand is doing.” 

Ammiano said that to him, 
United’s decision demonstrates “a 
lot of Trent Lott-type thinking” 
among top brass at the airline. 

Leno and Katz hope United 
will soon decide to follow San 
Francisco’s ordinance. 

“Their logic is so twisted and 
inconsistent that I’m almost 
hopeful that they’ll do something 
to straighten it out, because the 
issue of fairness is evermore called 
into question,” said Leno. 

“In a nutshell, I’m extremely 
disheartened by their efforts to 
continue to fight our ordinance,” 
said Katz. “Study after study 
shows that offering equal benefits 
does make good business sense in 
employee retention, satisfaction, 
and morale. Furthermore, the 
same studies find that providing 
equal benefits is not a significant 
cost.” 

Los Angeles’ living wage law 
requires municipal contractors to 
pay workers $7.25 per hour with 
specified benefits or $8.50 with¬ 
out benefits. United became the 
first airline to announce it will 
comply with that law. ▼

tricks and treats

res ^ ent EM Clinton’s State 

W of the Union address had 
m something for everyone. If 
lesbians and gays waited through 
discussions of issues as esoteric as 
the Y2K computer bug and al¬ 
leged Japanese dumping of steel at 
below cost in the U.S. market, to 
the 70-minute mark in the 77- 
minute address, they were re¬ 
warded. 

“Discrimination or violence 
because of race or religion, ances¬ 
try or gender, disability or sexual 
orientation is wrong and it ought 
to be illegal. Therefore I ask Con¬ 
gress to make the Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act (ENDA) 
and the Hate Crimes Prevention 
Act the law of the land,” the pres¬ 
ident said. 

The television camera caught 
Barney Frank applauding proud¬ 
ly. He and the Human Rights 
Campaign had labored to get a 
mention included in the address. 
That brief statement of support 
managed to avoid using the “g” or 
the “1” words. It is a tradition the 
president has maintained in all of 
his State of the Union addresses. 

Past addresses had specifically 
mentioned AIDS, but not this 
year. Perhaps it was because the 
commitment to a preventative 
vaccine, made two years ago, still 
lacks a director to head up those

activities at the National Institutes 
of Health. Two years ago Clinton 
said, “Remember that every year 
we move up the discovery of an 
AIDS vaccine will save millions of 
lives around the world.” 

The president passed up sever¬ 
al other opportunities where he 
could have included gays and les¬ 
bians. His call for “sensible disci¬ 
pline policies” in schools also 
could have included a safe learn¬ 
ing environment for queer youth. 
The many mentions of family did 
not deviate from the nuclear vari¬ 
ety to embrace alternatives. 

And the great unmentioned 
was the ongoing legal proceeding, 
in the other great chamber of the 
Capitol, that could end his presi¬ 


dency. It may render irrelevant all 
of the words he spoke. It seemed 
like whistling past the graveyard. 

If Clinton offered something 
for everyone, the Republican re¬ 
sponse offered a middle-aged ver¬ 
sion of Barbie and Ken pitching a 
message to their base of support. 
And in the process likely fright¬ 
ened those few lesbians and gays 
who stayed around to watch. 

Representative Jennifer Dunn 
(R-Washington) made the only al¬ 
lusion to Clinton’s ongoing trial 
when she said, “Our country is 
not in crisis, no matter what the 
president’s outcome.” She called 
for a 10 percent across the board 
tax cut and a different approach 
to “saving” Social Security. 

Representative Steve Largent 
(R-Oklahoma) asked, “What does 
the GOP stand for?” The staunch 
ally of right-winger James Dobson, 
head of Focus on the Family, ex¬ 
plained that individual liberty 
“comes from God and are his bless¬ 
ing on this land. Freedom reigns 
only as we act responsibly toward 
God, each other, and his creation.” 

This theocratic interpretation 
of American government surely 
sent shivers of terror down the 
spines of most gays and lesbians 
who were listening. Largent’s gov¬ 
ernment priorities include build¬ 
ing a missile defense system for 
the United States and “protecting 
the unborn” by ending “partial 
birth abortion, euthanasia, and 
assisted suicide.” T 


Governor will sign 
domestic partners bill

G overnor Gray Davis said 
during a luncheon speech 
for the Sacramento Press 
Club Thursday, January 14 that 
although he is not ready to take a 
position on the gay marriage bal¬ 
lot initiative, he will support a bill 
to extend health benefits to do¬ 
mestic partners of gay state em¬ 
ployees. During the same speech 
Davis also said he will not politi¬ 


cize adoptions by gay couples and 
will not interfere in that process. 

In his remarks on domestic 
partners, Davis said, “It is very im¬ 
portant that society understand 
that if people can find a measure 
of happiness in their private lives 
that will allow them to be produc¬ 
tive, contributing citizens to our 
economy, through domestic part¬ 
ner benefits - then I would sign 
it.” Davis’s remarks are consistent 
with past votes in the Legislature 
and on the University of Califor¬ 
nia Board of Regents. 


Legislative staffers report that 
the new governor will have ample 
chance to make right some of the 
Wilson administration’s vetoes. 

The following bills have either 
already been submitted or will be 
introduced very soon: AB 26 by 
Assemblywoman Carole Migden 
(D-San Francisco) mandates that 
insurers offer domestic partner 
benefits equal to any spousal ben¬ 
efits they offer. This bill also con¬ 
tains provisions for a statewide 
domestic partners registry;

Most side 
effects are mild to moderate and can be managed.The most 
significant side effects associated with SUSTIVA therapy have 
been nervous system symptoms (dizziness, trouble sleeping, 
drowsiness, trouble concentrating and/or abnormal dreams) 
and rash.These usually subside within the first two to four 
weeks of treatment. In a small number of patients, rash 
may be serious.Taking SUSTIVA at bedtime may help make 
nervous system symptoms less noticeable. 


Pregnancy should be avoided in women receiving SUSTIVA 
because birth defects have been seen in primates dosed 
with SUSTIVA. Barrier contraception should always be 
used in combination with other methods of contraception. 

Talk to your doctor when you start taking SUSTIVA. 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including 
ones for HIV). Always tell your doctor if you are taking, starting 
or changing any prescription or non-prescription medicine 
when taking SUSTIVA.Your doctor may change your medicines 
or change their dose. You should discuss your prior medical 
conditions (such as mental illness, substance abuse, hepatitis, 
etc.) with your doctor before taking SUSTIVA. 

We know that coping with HIV is difficult enough.Your 
treatment doesn’t have to be. Ask your doctor about SUSTIVA.

Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time 
you refill your prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet as 
your only source of information about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your doctor 
when you start taking your medicine and at every visit. You should remain under a doctor’s 
care when using SUSTIVA. You should not change or stop treatment without first talking 
to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a “non-nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called “viral load”). SUSTIVA 
must be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, 
SUSTIVA has been shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type 
of immune cell in blood). SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other 
infections associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under the 
care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to 
practice safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once 
a day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children 
take SUSTIVA?). 

• Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during 
the first few weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating 
(see What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA?). 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without 
meals; however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right 
away. If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular 
dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, 

ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your 
own. Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. 

This is very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the 
medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA 
and become harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious 
problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other 
side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be 
lower than the dose for adults. Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. 
Your child’s doctor will determine the right dose based on your child’s weight. 


What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or 
unusual dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings may be 
less noticeable if you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after you've taken 
the medicine for a few weeks. Rarely, patients have more serious side effects that may affect 
mood or ability to think clearly. These side effects occur more often in patients with a history 
of mental illness or substance abuse. Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects 
continue or if they bother you. There is the possibility that these symptoms may be more 
severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) drugs. You should avoid dri¬ 
ving or operating rpachinery if you are having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any 
change in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a 
rash, call your doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 
However, this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. 

Your doctor can discuss a more complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. 
Tell your doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been 
seen in animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. 
You should use a condom or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while 
taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become 
pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your 
doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor 
may change your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those you 
buy over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much 
you take, and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the 
medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken 
with SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA:** 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when taken 
with SUSTIVA:** 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 
The temperature can range from 59°-86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 


Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 

What other medical problems or conditions should Ldiscuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 


How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either 
SUSTIVA or HIV.

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Appellate ruling 
may exempt fundies 
from gay rights laws

J divided three-judge panel of 
the United States Ninth Cir- 
- cuit Court of Appeals ruled 
Thursday, January 14 in favor of 
two Alaska fundamentalist Chris¬ 
tian landlords who refused to rent 
to unmarried couples. The deci¬ 
sion will be precedent in several 
western states, including Califor¬ 
nia, and may affect laws protecting 
gays, lesbians, bisexuals, and trans- 
gendered people. 

The judges ruled that Alaskan 
non-discrimination laws could 
not be enforced, because they in¬ 
terfere with the landlords’ exercise 
of the first amendment’s free 
speech and freedom of religion 
provisions and fifth amendment’s 
provisions protecting the right to 
exercise control over property. 


peal could succeed, since several 
other courts have rejected similar 
freedom of religion arguments, 
most recently the Michigan 
Supreme Court in December 
1998. 

If that appeal is unsuccessful, 
the Alaskan officials have stated 
that they would appeal the deci¬ 
sion to the United States Supreme 
Court. 

Feds trump localites 

Any appeal could become 
moot if the Religious Liberty Pro¬ 
tection Act (RLPA) passes Con¬ 
gress this year and is signed into 
law, according to attorneys with 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union. 

The bill, which enjoys wide¬ 
spread bipartisan support, is 
aimed at strengthening the rights 
of individuals to express relgious 


problem by supporting an 
amendment by Representative 
Robert Scott (D-Va.), which 
would explicitly exclude civil 
rights laws. Canady - whose visi¬ 
bility has increased in recent 
months as a member of the 
House Judiciary Committee and a 
manager of the impeachment 
proceedings against President 
Clinton in the Senate - has fought 
inclusion of the amendment pro¬ 
tecting civil rights laws. 

The RLPA died in the last ses¬ 
sion when the House Judiciary 
Committee dropped its legislative 
agenda to focus on the impeach¬ 
ment. It will likely be reintro¬ 
duced early in this session. 

Similar state measures have 
been adopted in Illinois, Florida, 
Connecticut, Rhode Island and 
Alabama, but a California version 
of the bill was vetoed by former 
governor Pete Wilson because it 
contained provisions protecting 
prisoners’ rights to religious ex¬ 
pression. Openly lesbian Assem- 
blymember Sheila Kuehl (D- 
Santa Monica) had been unsuc¬ 
cessful in her attempt to amend 
that bill to protect sexual orienta¬ 
tion protections. Another Califor¬ 
nia bill is expected to be intro¬ 
duced soon. T 


Given the limited federal pro¬ 
tections based on sexual orient¬ 
ation, most gay legal scholars 
doubt that any local gay rights 
ordinance could pass that test. 
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San Francisco attorney Clyde 
Wadsworth filed a brief in the case 
in support of the Alaskan laws, on 
behalf of the gay rights legal 
group Lamdba Legal Defense and 
Education Fund. Wadsworth has 
argued that the exception will ef¬ 
fectively eliminate protections for 
lesbian and gay couples. 

The decision says that a state 
cannot interfere with an individ¬ 
ual’s exercise of religious beliefs 
unless they can show a “firm na¬ 
tional policy” opposed to the par¬ 
ticular discimination in question. 
Given the limited federal protec¬ 
tions based on sexual orientation, 
as well as adoption of the Defense 
of Marriage Act, most gay legal 
scholars doubt that any local gay 
rights ordinance could pass that 
test. 

Alaskan officials have vowed to 
appeal the case, requesting an “en 
banc” hearing before all of the 
judges of the circuit. Such an ap- 


beliefs. Many gay rights support¬ 
ers such as Senators Ted Kennedy 
(D-Mass.), John Lieberman (D- 
Conn.), and Charles Schumer (D- 
N.Y.) endorsed the bill during the 
last legislative session. The chief 
sponsors of the bill are Senator 
Orrin Hatch (R-Utah) and Repre¬ 
sentative Charles Canady (R-Fla.). 

However, the ACLU’s Christo¬ 
pher Anders has argued that the 
bill goes beyond simply allowing 
simple expressions such as wear¬ 
ing yarmulkes, and might be used 
to defeat local gay and transgen¬ 
der rights ordinances. The bill 
would require that local govern¬ 
ments show a “compelling gov¬ 
ernment interest” in restricting 
religious expression, a standard 
that no court has ever found met 
by sexual orientation or gender 
identity protections. 

National gay rights groups 
have been quietly lobbying Con¬ 
gress to address this potential

A daylong self-defense work¬ 
shop for lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, transgender, queer, and 
questioning (LGBTQQ) youth 
takes place this Saturday, January 
23 at the YWCA of the Mid- 
Peninsula in Palo Alto. The free 
event is being held in partnership 
with the Peninsula Queer Youth 
Services Team. 

Organizers pointed out that 
queer youth are routinely exposed 
to physical and verbal assault 
from peers, family members, and 
strangers. According to the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force, 45 percent of gay students 
and 20 percent of lesbian students 
experienced verbal or physical as¬ 
sault in high school in 1984. A 
more recent study, done in 1995 
in the Seattle public schools, was 
no more encouraging: 15 percent 
of gay and lesbian youth have 
been injured so badly in a physical 
attack at school that they had to 
seek the services of a doctor or 
nurse. 

“We need to confront hate vio¬ 
lence and homophobia in schools, 
and in society at large,” said Meg 
Rothman, director of the YWCA’s 
Outlet program, a support group 
for LGBTQQ youth under age 18. 
“Every student in California de¬ 
serves the right to go to school 
free of fear, intimidation, and vio¬ 
lence. At the same time, we need 
to provide queer youth with re¬ 
sources to defend their right to 
exist and be safe.” 

The Outlet program offers 
LGBTQQ youth a free, confiden-

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Bakersfield teacher confronts prejudice

|f% ome out, come out, wher- 
ever you are,” is the mantra 
of gay activism. But most of 
the people who proclaim this 
doctrine live in large cities. For 
gay people living in rural areas, or 
who move to rural areas, coming 
out can present extraordinary 
problems.

Attorney General Bill Lockyer 
made a strong statement on civil 
rights and equity for all California 
citizens and on Saturday attended 
the controversial Methodist Holy 
Union of two women which was 
held in Sacramento’s Convention 
Center.

any two people can have, except 
that I knew inside I was gay. I kept 
it completely hidden. I was going 
to a Baptist church and I consid¬ 
ered it my big sin.” 

In 1982 Merrick came out to 
his wife, and with her acquies¬ 
cence began to develop gay 
friends. In 1994, he took early re¬ 
tirement and moved with Nancy 
to Bakersfield to be near his par¬ 
ents. He took a job at the Rio 
Bravo-Greeley Union School, 12 
miles outside of town among the 
alfalfa and cotton fields. Very 
soon after the move, Merrick met 
Norm Prigge, a retired philoso¬ 
phy professor at California State 
University, Bakersfield, and the 
two men moved in together, 
while Nancy moved into a house 
that she and Jim had bought 
nearby. “We’re still married and 
she’s still one of my closest 
friends,” Merrick said. 

Merrick was well liked as a 
teacher, and his life continued 
uneventfully until the spring of 
1998, when he attended a meet¬ 
ing of the Kern County Human 
Relations Commission. The 


commission’s by-laws mention 
sexual orientation as one of the 
categories of human diversity 
that are entitled to respect. Thus 
Merrick was surprised to hear 
one of the commission mem¬ 
bers, the Reverend Douglas 
Hearn, denounce gay people as 
sick and therefore unsuitable to 
be teachers. Merrick wrote to a 
local newspaper about the mat¬ 
ter and also filed a complaint 
with the county. During the 
summer the matter became a 
focus of debate in the communi¬ 
ty- 

When school started again in 
the fall, Merrick found that he 
was losing students. With the per¬ 
mission of the school principal, 
more and more of the children 
were sitting out his classes in the 
school library. Challenged about 
this, the principal, Ernie Unruh, 
said that he was merely acquiesc¬ 
ing to the wishes of the childrens’ 
parents. “Although I hadn’t offi¬ 
cially come out at that point,” 
Merrick said recently, “the per¬ 
ception among some parents was 
that I was gay, and that was the 


reason they wanted their kids out 
of my class. There were no com¬ 
plaints about my teaching.” 

Life in a cage 

After a lifetime of keeping a 
low profile, Merrick now felt 
summoned to battle. “There must 
be 60-80 kids in that school who 
are gay or lesbian,” he said. “What 
must it be like for them to see a 
teacher having kids taken out of 
his class because people think he’s 
evil or that he’ll hurt children?” 
Merrick filed a complaint with 
the California State Labor Board, 
saying that the school discrimi¬ 
nated against him because of his 
sexual orientation, and he also 
filed a complaint with the school 
board. On Monday, January 11 
the board rejected his complaint. 
However, both the California 
Teachers’ Association and the 
Lambda Legal Defense and Edu¬ 
cation Fund have taken up Mer¬ 
rick’s cause, threatening to file a 
suit against the school board if 
the matter is not resolved satis¬ 
factorily. Thus the controversy is 
building toward some kind of cli¬ 


max in the coming months. 

Another gay teacher, who is a 
friend of Merrick’s but is not 
himself completely out of the 
closet, said that gay people who 
move to rural areas often have a 
different experience than those 
who were brought up there. “I 
think that they often don’t see the 
discrimination,” he said. “Only 
slowly does it dawn on them that 
they can’t do the things they did 
in, say, Hollywood. People like 
myself who’ve lived here their en¬ 
tire lives, we know what the rules 
are, we’ve learned to live with 
them. It’s analogous to a wild an¬ 
imal put in a cage versus one 
that’s lived in a zoo its entire life.” 

Merrick refuses to offer any 
blanket condemnation of small¬ 
town attitudes. “I’ve received 
tremendous support from the gay 
community in Bakersfield,” he 
said, “and from many straight 
people too. I know that 15 kids 
have been pulled out of my class¬ 
es, but 165 kids are still there. It’s 
just not as conservative here as 
people say, otherwise there 
wouldn’t be any kids left.” V

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Canadian gay bar fined 
for discriminating 
against TG woman

A Canadian tribunal issued a 
fine Tuesday, January 12 
against a British Columbia 
gay bar that barred a transsexual 
woman from using a women’s rest 
room before completing surgery. 

The British Columbia Human 
Rights Tribunal ruled that B.J.’s 
Lounge in Victoria discriminated 
against Tawney Sheridan after pro¬ 
hibiting her from using the 
women’s room in 1995. Female cus¬ 
tomers had complained to the bar’s 
management, who are considering 
whether to appeal the decision. 

Sheridan has since completed 
surgery and lives with her new 
husband in Oregon. 

“Transsexuals in transition 
who are living members of the de¬ 
sired sex should be considered to 
be members of that sex,” said Bar¬ 
bara Humphrey on behalf of the 
tribunal. The owners failed to 
prove that Sheridan’s use of the 
restroom caused other female 
customers “undue hardship,” 
Humphrey ruled. 

Bathroom access is a big issue 
to many transgendered people, 
and has been the source of local 
controversy as well. 

A similar case arose locally in 
1997, when the Savoy, a popular 
South Bay lesbian bar, placed a sign

Look for Banana appeal 
ahead: Zimbabwe's 
ex-president sentenced 
for sodomy, assault

court in Zimbabwe has 



sentenced the country’s 
former President Canaan 
Banana to 10 years in jail on 11 
counts of committing sodomy 
and homosexual assault. 

Judge Godfrey Chidyausiku 
ruled that Banana would have to 
spend at least one year of his sen¬ 
tence in prison, but the sentence 
maybe commuted because of Ba¬ 
nana’s frail health. 

The 62-year-old ex-president, 
Methodist minister, and professor 
of theology looked downcast after 
the sentencing, and his lawyers said 
they would appeal the conviction. 

Judge Chidyausiku later set 


bail at 250,000 Zimbabwe dollars 
($6,000 U.S.) cash, plus the rights 
to Banana’s mansion. 

Banana’s lawyers said the bail 
was set too high and would ap¬ 
peal that decision also. 

Last November, Banana was 
convicted on all charges of abus¬ 
ing power during his seven-year 
presidency and committing the 
sex crimes, but fled to South 
Africa to avoid sentencing. 

He returned to Zimbabwe, 
which has strict anti-homosexu¬ 
al laws, in December after South 
African President Nelson Man¬ 
dela intervened in the case, 
pleading a more lenient sentence. 

Banana’s sentence includes 
forced labor, which would prob¬ 
ably include agricultural work. ▼

T he Institute of Medicine 
(IOM), an independent or¬ 
ganization concerned with 
health issues, last week released a 
new study on lesbian health. The 
principle finding of the study was 
that researchers and physicians 
lack knowledge about lesbian 
health. 

The study, entitled “Lesbian 


Health: Current Assessment and 
Directions for the Future,” found 
that there is insufficient evidence 
to conclude whether lesbians are 
at higher risk than other women 
of diseases such as cancer and 
heart disease. Past studies have 
suggested that lesbians are at 
higher risk of breast cancer than 
heterosexual women, most likely 
because lesbians are less likely to 
bear children and more likely to 
be heavier than normal weight 


Transgender woman 
murdered in Austin, Texas

O n Friday, January 8, the 
body of Lauryn Paige was 
found in a wooded area in 
Austin, Texas. Paige, 18, was a 
transgender woman who was also 
known as Donald Fuller. 

Two men were seen earlier in 
the day near the site where Paige’s 
body was located. Police prepared 
composite sketches based on wit¬ 
ness descriptions of the men. 

According to Austin’s Ameri¬ 
can Statesman newspaper, one of 
the men, Frank Santos, turned 
himself in to the police when he 
saw his own picture. Santos re¬ 
ported that he had seen his broth¬ 
er-in-law, Gamaliel Mireles Coria, 
driving off with Paige the morn¬ 
ing the body was found. Coria’s 
girlfriend later told police that 
Coria had confessed to her that he 
had killed Paige. Coria was arrest¬ 


ed on January 13 and remains in 
custody with a $1 million bail. 

According to Paige’s father, 
Paige often cross-dressed as a 
woman. He noted, “He’s been that 
way all his life. We always knew he 
was a little different, and we pret¬ 
ty much accepted it, but we didn’t 
allow it around the house. We just 
knew he wasn’t happy unless he 
dressed up.” 

Police reported that Paige sus¬ 
tained more than one stab wound, 
as well as a nine-inch slash to her 
throat. Before Coria was arrested, 
Police Commander Gary Olfers 
stated, “We are dealing with sadis¬ 
tic killers. ... They were brutal in 
the application of those wounds.” 
Riki Anne Wilchins of Gender- 
PAC, a national transgender rights 
advocacy group, said the killing 
was “heartbreakingly familiar. ... 
It’s a familiar litany of brutally vi¬ 
olent acts done to gender-different 
people.” ▼

and to use more alcohol and to¬ 
bacco. These same factors may 
put lesbians at higher risk for 
heart disease. Lesbians may also 
be at higher risk for ovarian can¬ 
cer because they are less likely to 
bear children and less likely to use 
oral contraceptives. 

The report also emphasized 
that lesbians, like all women, 
should have regular Pap smears 
for cervical cancer. The Pap test 
can detect early cell changes that 
may precede cancer, and the con¬ 
dition is more easily treated if de¬ 
tected early. Lesbians may be less 
likely to receive regular gynecolog¬ 
ical care because they are appre¬ 
hensive about the ignorance and 
homophobic attitudes of some 
healthcare providers, and because 
they are less likely to see a provider 
regularly for birth control. Les¬ 
bians may also be less likely to 
have adequate health insurance. 

The IOM study also found that 
lesbians may suffer from the stress 
of dealing with negative societal 
attitudes toward homosexuality, 
which may have a detrimental ef¬ 
fect on their mental and physical 
health. Previous studies have sug¬ 
gested that lesbians (and gay men) 
may have higher rates of suicide 
than the general population, but 
again the report noted that there 
is too little research to allow a de¬ 
finitive conclusion. 

The report urged the federal 
government to support more re¬ 
search on lesbian health issues. ▼

therefore patients with low body weight should not receive COMBIVIR. 

Patients With HIV and Hepatitis B Virus Coinfection: In clinical trials and postmarketing experience, some patients with HIV 
infection who have chronic liver disease due to hepatitis B virus infection experienced clinical or laboratory evidence of recur¬ 
rent hepatitis upon discontinuation of lamivudine. Consequences may be more severe in patients with decompensated liver 
disease. 

Patients With Impaired Renal Function: Reduction of the dosages of lamivudine and zidovudine is recommended for 
patients with impaired renal function. Patients with creatinine clearance <50 mL/min should not receive COMBIVIR. 
Information for Patients: COMBIVIR is not a cure for HIV infection and patients may continue to experience illnesses asso¬ 
ciated with HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. Patients should be advised that the use of COMBIVIR has not 
been shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Patients 
should be informed that the major toxicities of COMBIVIR are neutropenia and/or anemia. They should be told of the extreme 
importance of having their blood counts followed closely while on therapy, especially for patients with advanced HIV disease. 
Patients should be advised of the importance of taking COMBIVIR as it is prescribed. 

Drug Interactions: Coadministration of ganciclovir, interferon-alpha, and other bone marrow suppressive or cytotoxic agents 
may increase the hematologic toxicity of zidovudine (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY section of full prescribing information). 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, and Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity: 

Lamivudine: Lamivudine long-term carcinogenicity studies in mice and rats showed no evidence of carcinogenic poten¬ 
tial at exposures up to 10 times (mice) and 58 times (rats) those observed in humans at the recommended therapeutic dose. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was administered orally at three dosage levels to separate groups of mice and rats (60 females 
and 60 males in each group). Initial single daily doses were 30,60, and 120 mg/kg per day in mice and 80,220, and 600 
mg/kg per day in rats. The doses in mice were reduced to 20,30, and 40 mg/kg per day after day 90 because of treatment- 
related anemia, whereas in rats only the high dose was reduced to 450 mg/kg per day on day 91 and then to 300 mg/kg per 
day on day 279. 

In mice, seven late-appearing (after 19 months) vaginal neoplasms (five nonmetastasizing squamous cell carcinomas, 
one squamous cell papilloma, and one squamous polyp) occurred in animals given the highest dose. One late-appearing 
squamous cell papilloma occurred in the vagina of a middle-dose animal. No vaginal tumors were found at the lowest dose. 

In rats, two late-appearing (after 20 months), nonmetastasizing vaginal squamous cell carcinomas occurred in animals 
given the highest dose. No vaginal tumors occurred at the low or middle dose in rats. No other drug-related tumors were 
observed in either sex of either species. 

At doses that produced tumors in mice and rats, the estimated drug exposure (as measured by AUC) was approximate¬ 
ly three times (mouse) and 24 times (rat) the estimated human exposure at the recommended therapeutic dose of 100 mg 
every 4 hours. 

Two transplacental carcinogenicity studies were conducted in mice. One study administered zidovudine at doses of 20 
mg/kg per day or 40 mg/kg per day from gestation day 10 through parturition and lactation with dosing continuing in off¬ 
spring for 24 months postnatally. The doses of zidovudine employed in this study produced zidovudine exposures approxi¬ 
mately three times the estimated human exposure at recommended doses. After 24 months, at the highest dose, an increase 
in incidence of vaginal tumors was noted with no increase in tumors in the liver or lung or any other organ in either gender. 
These findings are consistent with results of the standard oral carcinogenicity study in mice, as described earlier. A second 
study administered zidovudine at maximum tolerated doses of 12.5 mg/day or 25 mg/day (-1000 mg/kg nonpregnant body 
weight or -450 mg/kg of term body weight) to pregnant mice from days 12 through 18 of gestation. There was an increase 
in the number of tumors in the lung, liver, and female reproductive tracts in the offspring of mice receiving the higher dose 
level of zidovudine. 

It is not known how predictive the results of rodent carcinogenicity studies may be for humans. 

Mutagenicity: Lamivudine: Lamivudine was negative in a microbial mutagenicity screen, in an in vitro cell transforma¬ 
tion assay, in a rat micronucleus test, in a rat bone marrow cytogenetic assay, and in an assay for unscheduled DNA syn¬ 
thesis in rat liver. It was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK*'- mouse lymphoma assay and clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay using 
cultured human lymphocytes. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK- mouse lymphoma assay, positive in an in vitro cell transfor¬ 
mation assay, clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay using cultured human lymphocytes, and positive in mouse and rat micronu¬ 
cleus tests after repeated doses. It was negative in a cytogenetic study in rats given a single dose. 

Impairment of Fertility: Lamivudine: In a study of reproductive performance, lamivudine, administered to male and 
female rats at doses up to 130 times the usual adult dose based on body surface area considerations, revealed no evidence 
of impaired fertility (judged by conception rates) and no effect on the survival, growth, and development to weaning of the 
offspring. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine, administered to male and female rats at doses up to 7 times the usual adult dose based on body 
surface area considerations, had no effect on fertility judged by conception rates. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. 

COMBIVIR: Then are no adequate and well-controlled studies of COMBIVIR in pregnant women. Reproduction studies 
with lamivudine and zidovudine have been performed in animals (see Lamivudine and Zidovudine sections below). 
COMBIVIR should be used during pregnancy only if the potential benefits outweigh the risks. 


Lamivudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered lamivudine have been performed in rats and rabbits at 130 and 
60 times, respectively, the usual adult dose (based on relative body surface area) and have revealed no evidence of terato¬ 
genicity. Some evidence of early embryolethality was seen in the rabbit at doses similar to those produced by the usual adult 
dose and higher, but there was no indication of this effect in the rat at orally administered doses up to 130 times the usual 
adult dose. Studies in pregnant rats and rabbits showed that lamivudine is transferred to the fetus through the placenta. 

Zidovudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered zidovudine in the rat and in the rabbit at doses up to 500 
mg/kg per day revealed no evidence of teratogenicity with zidovudine. Zidovudine treatment resulted in embryo/fetal toxici¬ 
ty as evidenced by an increase in the incidence of fetal resorptions in rats given 150 or 450 mg/kg per day and rabbits given 
500 mg/kg per day. The doses used in the teratology studies resulted in peak zidovudine plasma concentrations (after one- 
half of the daily dose) in rats 66 to 226 times, and in rabbits 12 to 87 times, mean steady-state peak human plasma con¬ 
centrations (after one-sixth of the daily dose) achieved with the recommended daily dose (100 mg every 4 hours). In an addi¬ 
tional teratology study in rats, a dose of 3000 mg/kg per day (very near the oral median lethal dose in rats of 3683 mg/kg) 
caused marked maternal toxicity and an increase in the incidence of fetal malformations. This dose resulted in peak zidovu¬ 
dine plasma concentrations 350 times peak human plasma concentrations. No evidence of teratogenicity was seen in this 
experiment at doses of 600 mg/kg per day or less. Two rodent carcinogenicity studies were conducted (see Carcinogenesis, 
Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility). 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of pregnant women exposed to COMBIVIR® 
Tablets (lamivudine/zidovudine tablets) and other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry has been 
established. Physicians are encouraged to register patients by calling 1-800-258-4263. 

Nursing Mothers: The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention recommend that HIV-infected mothers not breastfeed 
their infants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 

COMBIVIR: Zidovudine is excreted in breast milk (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Pharmacokinetics: Nursing Mothers sub¬ 
section of full prescribing information); however, no data are available on COMBIVIR or lamivudine. Therefore, there is a poten¬ 
tial for adverse effects in nursing infants. Mothers should be instructed not to breastfeed if they are receiving COMBIVIR. 
Pediatric Use: COMBIVIR should not be administered to pediatric patients less than 12 years of age because it is a fixed- 
dose combination that cannot be adjusted for this patient population. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine Administered As Separate Formulations: In four randomized, controlled trials of EPIVIR 300 
mg per day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day, the following selected clinical and laboratory adverse events were observed 
(see Tables 2 and 3).

Observed During Clinical Practice: In addition to adverse events reported from clinical trials, the following events have been 
identified during post-approval use of EPIVIR and/or RETROVIR. Because they are reported voluntarily from a population of 
unknown size, estimates of frequency cannot be made. These events have been chosen for inclusion due to a combination 
of their seriousness, frequency of reporting, or potential causal connection to EPIVIR and/or RETROVIR. 

Endocrine and Metabolic: Hyperglycemia. 

General: Sensitization reactions (including anaphylaxis), vasculitis. 

Hepatobiliary Tract and Pancreas: Lactic acidosis and hepatic steatosis (see WARNINGS), pancreatitis. 
Musculoskeletal: Muscle weakness with CPK elevation, rhabdomyolysis. 

Nervous: Seizures. 

Skin: Alopecia, erythema multiforme, Stevens-Johnson syndrome, urticaria. 

OVERDOSAGE: 

COMBIVIR: There is no known antidote for COMBIVIR. 

Lamivudine: One case of an adult ingesting 6 grams of lamivudine was reported; there were no clinical signs or symptoms noted 
and hematologic tests remained normal. It is not known whether lamivudine can be removed by peritoneal dialysis or hemodialysis. 
Zidovudine: Acute overdoses of zidovudine have been reported in pediatric patients and adults. These involved exposures 
up to 50 grams. The only consistent findings were nausea and vomiting. Other reported occurrences included headache, 
dizziness, drowsiness, lethargy, confusion, and one report of a grand mal seizure. Hematologic changes were transient. All 
patients recovered. Hemodialysis and peritoneal dialysis appear to have a negligible effect on the removal of zidovudine while 
elimination of its primary metabolite, GZDV, is enhanced. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION: The recommended oral dose of COMBIVIR for adults and adolescents (at least 12 years 
of age) is one tablet (containing 150 mg of lamivudine and 300 mg of zidovudine) twice daily. 

Dose Adjustment: Because it is a fixed-dose combination, COMBIVIR should not be prescribed for patients requiring dosage 
adjustment such as those with reduced renal function (creatinine clearance <50 mL/min), those with low body weight (<50 
kg or 110 lb), or those experiencing dose-limiting adverse events.

All are important; aside 
from that, they have almost noth¬ 
ing - besides the ultimate goal of 
an AIDS vaccine - in common. 

Joint United Nations 
Programme on HIV/AIDS 
(UNAIDS) 

The Joint United Nations Pro¬ 
gramme on HIV/AIDS, known as 


UNAIDS, is a joint venture of four 
UN agencies, the World Health 
Organization, and the World 
Bank. Despite these aristocratic 
parents, the group, led by Dr. 
Peter Piot and based in Geneva, is 
small and modestly funded, 
partly by the U.S. State 
Department’s USAID 
program. UNAIDS 
sees itself as a provider 
of information, con¬ 
sultant, and facilitator 
for AIDS-affected coun¬ 
tries, particularly in 
the developing 
world. Piot is an un¬ 
tiring spokesman for 
the worldwide epidemic; year 
after year reporting increased dev¬ 
astation and highlighting the con¬ 


tinuing urgency of the problem. 
Among other activities, UNAIDS 
co-sponsors three regional AIDS 
meetings in the developing world 
during the years when there is no 
International AIDS Conference. 

On the vaccine front, UNAIDS 
has an ethics committee and a sci¬ 
ence committee that are available 
to review and make recommenda¬ 
tions about vaccine trials at a 
country’s request. 

They are presently completing 
a thorough review and recom¬ 
mendations about the ethical 
guidelines for conducting preven¬ 
tive HIV vaccine trials. The rec¬ 
ommendations will go to the 
Council for International Organi¬ 
zations of Medical Sciences

A quarter century ago, a 
book was published that - 
if you don’t count Greek 
mythology - was the first story 
about openly gay athletes in 
competition and in love. 

The best-selling allegory of 
Apollo and Hyacinth retold 
through the tragic love affair of 
a coach and distance runner in 
the swinging 1970s, Patricia Nell 
Warren’s The Front Runner, has 
long been considered a classic of 
gay fiction. 

The real-life version lives on 
in the thousands of members of 
FrontRunners, a world- 
renowned running and social 
group. Front Runner’s first 25 
years will be celebrated this 
weekend at several dining and 
running events. 

Friday, January 22, a recep¬ 
tion and party will be held at 
714 Cole Street from 7 to 10 
p.m. 

Saturday morning at 9 a.m. 
the group’s regular run at Stow 
Lake in Golden Gate Park 
should be more popular than 
usual, with visiting runners 
from around the Bay Area don¬ 
ning their running shoes. A 
bagel brunch follows the run. 

Saturday evening, the an¬ 
niversary banquet takes place at 
the Carnelian Room (on top of 
the Bank of America building at 
California and Kearny streets) 
begins at 6 p.m. Cost is $55, 


with a no-host bar. 

Among the speakers will be 
Front Runner author Patricia 
Nell Warren, organizer Doug 
Farson said. 

Sunday morning is the 25th 
anniversary run, commencing at 
20th and Church streets in Noe 
Valley at 10 a.m. “It should be a 
big group,” said Farson, of the 
event that annually starts near 
the historic gold-painted fire 
plug that saved San Francisco 
homes during the 1906 earth¬ 
quake and subsequent fire, when 
most other hydrants were not 
functioning. The gold fire plug 
serves as a reminder of this his¬ 
toric line where the destruction 
was held back. 

The weekend’s events finish 
off Sunday with outdoor ice 
skating at 2 p.m. at either the 
Embarcadero Center or Yerba 
Buena Arts Center, weather per¬ 
mitting. 

Almost woodworking 

A handball bronze medalist 
at Gay Games, Farson said that 
members from the South Bay, 
Sacramento, and even Honolulu 
will be attending the festivities. 
He estimates that the San Fran¬ 
cisco group includes around 250 
people, with East Bay member¬ 
ship “around 100, and the 
Shoreline area adding a few 
hundred more.” 

Originally born at the 1970s 
Lavender University, FrontRun¬ 
ners was started by Gardner 
Pond and Jack Baker. They were 


going to have a gay woodwork¬ 
ing class and later decided a gay 
jogging class would be more 
fun. So did many other gay folk, 
spurred on by the new jogging 
craze. 

When Lavender U. folded, 
they named their fledgling 
group after Nell Warren’s popu¬ 
lar book. New York and San 
Diego groups followed. Farson 
noted that “at last count there 
are 101 FrontRunner organiza¬ 
tions around the world.” 

Along with being a support¬ 
ive social group for fledgling 
jocks, FrontRunners sponsors 
sanctioned competitive runs. 
Since 1978, their annual 5K and 
10K runs in Golden Gate Park 
have drawn increasing numbers 
of people. 

The always-festive San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay-to-Breakers race in¬ 
cludes a strong lesbian and gay 
contingent, with the group 
sponsoring a post-run picnic. 

International FrontRunners 
occasionally sponsors track 
meets in Toronto, Los Angeles, 
and New York. “It’s very loosely- 
knit,” Farson said. “There are no 
rules for starting a club. Anyone 
can do it.” T

office in the country when he was 
first voted onto the college board 
in 1994, served as president of the 
college board in 1996. He was 
sworn in to his second term on 
the board January 6 and said he 
looks forward to serving as presi¬ 
dent again. 

Among the issues on Wong’s 
agenda are looking for expanded 
space for the college’s gay and les¬ 
bian studies program, the first of 
its kind in the country. Current¬ 
ly, the college leases Everett Mid¬ 
dle School from the unified 
school district and holds classes 
there in the evenings. 

“In the long term, I’d like to 
see and independent campus,” 
Wong told the B.A.R. “Other 
campuses [in the district] stand 


alone, the Castro-Valencia cam¬ 
pus is only in the evenings. I’ll be 
working with the community to 
look at possibilities.” 

The other thing Wong plans to 
do is expand City College’s HIV 
testing and education program to 
include other sexually transmit¬ 
ted diseases. Wong, who lobbied 
and got funding for the program 
last year, hopes to get additional 
money this year to have a stu¬ 
dent-driven program. 

Both Owens and Wong point¬ 
ed out they are among several 
openly gay people now in leader¬ 
ship positions of various govern¬ 
mental bodies. Tom Ammiano 
was sworn in as president of the 
Board of Supervisors on January 
8 and last month, B.A.R. publish¬ 
er Bob Ross was elected president 
of the Golden Gate Bridge, High¬ 
way, and Transit District’s board 
by his fellow directors. ▼

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(CIOMS, more noodles) that sets 
international ethical guidelines 
for biomedical research. UNAIDS 
has also been very good about 
working with the U.S. organiza¬ 
tions described below. 

International AIDS 
Vaccine Initiative (IAVI) 

This most ambitious and well- 
funded non-governmental AIDS 
vaccine program started as a pro¬ 
ject of the Rockefeller Founda¬ 
tion, which held three workshops 
in 1994-95 to determine how to 
accelerate the development of 
preventive HIV vaccines for the 
world. IAVI was launched the next 
year as a global initiative dedicat¬ 
ed to speeding the pace of HIV 
vaccine research and development 
of a vaccine suitable throughout 
the world. Its president, Dr. Seth 
Berkley, has put together an orga¬ 
nization that funds product de¬ 
velopment, lobbies primarily for 
more international programs, 
particularly from the G8 econom¬ 
ic leadership countries and for a 
Global HIV Vaccine Purchase 
Fund, and publishes a great 
newsletter, IAVI Report (iavire- 
port@iavi.org). With funding 
from the Rockefeller and Sloane 
foundations, Bill Gates, the Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom government, the 
World Bank, UNAIDS, and oth¬ 
ers, IAVI is in a class by itself. 

Just before World AIDS Day 
1998, IAVI launched its own prod¬ 
uct development teams, based on 
a blueprint plan they had issued at 
Geneva earlier in the year. Their 
strategy is to link promising vac¬ 
cine approaches with countries to 
test them since vaccines need to be 
designed with a particular popu¬ 
lation in mind. In a sense IAVI is 
acting as venture capital investor 
for the developing world because 
developing a vaccine is so expen¬ 
sive and risky. This $9.1 million 


initiative creates two AIDS vaccine 
development partnerships. The 
first is with Oxford University and 
Nairobi, Kenya to develop a naked 
DNA vaccine plus a modified vac¬ 
cinia Ankara vaccine for East 
Africa. The second is with re¬ 
searchers from the U.S. AlphaVax 
Corporation and the University of 
Capetown, South Africa to devel¬ 
op a vaccine using a new carrier 
virus of the alphavirus family to be 
tested in South Africa. These three 
approaches with acronyms of their 
own, DNA, MVA, VEE, are among 
the newest and most promising 
technologies for potentially deliv¬ 
ering parts of HIV safely and more 
potently to the immune system. 

The IAVI partnerships are par¬ 
ticularly exciting since most previ¬ 
ously developed products were de¬ 
signed for use against the strain of 
HIV in the developed world. In ex¬ 
change for its support IAVI has se¬ 
cured, also for the first time, intel¬ 
lectual property agreements to help 
ensure access to these vaccines at a 
reasonable price in developing 
countries if they prove to work. Dr. 
Andrew McMichael says the 
money for the Oxford program will 
be used to manufacture safe test 
lots of vaccine, employ and equip 
Kenyan scientists, technicians, and 
nurses on site, and fund Phase I tri¬ 
als in the U.K. and Kenya (along 
with support from the British Gov¬ 
ernment’s Research Council). 

The American Foundation 
for AIDS Research 
(AmFAR) 

Because it was one of the first 
AIDS charities, because of its em¬ 
phasis on treatment research, and 
because it has Dr. Matilde Krim as 
its founder and Elizabeth Taylor as 
its spokeswoman, AmFAR is well 
know. Perhaps not so well known is 
that AmFAR funds research grants 
on a level much smaller than the 
National Institutes of Health 
(NIH), but with its own scientific 
review process. Last year for the first 
time, AmFAR solicited applications 


for grants in AIDS vaccines and 
awarded about $1 million to 11 in¬ 
vestigators. This is a small fraction 
of the amount spent by NIH that 
year on it so-called innovation 
grants, but among the grantees are 
some more adventurous, high-risk 
projects that have had a difficult 
time obtaining government fund¬ 
ing. One of the most exciting find¬ 
ings, a new way to make much 
more potent anti-HIV antibody, 
was just announced by Dr. Jack 
Nunberg, of the University of Mon¬ 
tana, as a result of an AmFAR grant. 

Until There’s A Cure 
(UTAC) 

The brainchild of two Bay Area 
mothers, Until There’s a Cure 
Foundation has grown to over $1 
million a year fundraising for 
AIDS. Their centerpiece is sales of 
AIDS bracelets, but they also raise 
money by sponsoring fund-raising 
events, advertising, and being the 
beneficiary of sports events. The 
Giants and 49ers have had Until 
There’s a Cure days in the last few 
years. This group targets young 
people and families and often ap¬ 
pears on talk shows and gets young 
stars to promote AIDS awareness. 

UTAC doesn’t fund research 
directly, but they have traditional¬ 
ly earmarked half of their money 
for other organizations that sup¬ 
port AIDS vaccines. As such they 
had the foresight to be among the 
first supporters of IAVI and AVAC, 
allowing them to establish them¬ 
selves as viable organizations. 

AIDS Vaccine Advocacy 
Coalition (AVAC) 

Three treatment activists - 
David Gold, Garance Franke-Ruta, 
and this writer - founded AVAC in 
1995, in an effort to raise awareness 
and generate activism for preven¬ 
tive HIV vaccines. AVAC’s mission 
is to speed the development of pre¬ 
ventive HIV vaccines by analyzing 
obstacles to HIV vaccine research 
and advocating to overcome those 
obstacles. In its day-to-day advoca¬ 


cy and its well-received and influ¬ 
ential major reports, such as In¬ 
dustry Investment in HIV Vaccine 
Research and 9 Years and Counting: 
Will We Have an HIV Vaccine by 
2007?, AVAC provides an in¬ 
formed, independent, and honest 
critique of current efforts toward 
developing an HIV vaccine. The 
goal is to speed development of 
HIV vaccines without taking re¬ 
sources away from basic HIV re¬ 
search, drug development, or other 
prevention research. 

Vaccine Advocates (VA) 

San Franciscan William O’¬ 
Connell created Vaccine Advo¬ 


cates when he was a public health 
student at San Francisco State 
University. Originally called 
VACT-UP (Vaccine Activists 
Committed to Universal Preven¬ 
tion, noodle-lovers) and unrelat¬ 
ed to any ACT UP, this small ded¬ 
icated group participated in the 
San Francisco AIDS Walk the last 
two years and developed a website 
that has recently been taken over 
by AVAC. If you have a VA T-shirt 
or bumper sticker, hang onto it. 
Since this organization has been 
dispersed to local community ad¬ 
visory boards and AVAC, they’ll 
be collector’s items when we find 
a vaccine. T

Les Ballets Trockadero de Monte Carlo return to form 


by Stephanie von Buchau 

T hey’re baaaack! 

Those muscular, genderbending ballerinas of Les Ballets 
Trockadero de Monte Carlo, dancing the fine line between 
high art and high camp, thump into UC Berkeley’s Zeller- 
bach Hall for a two-night stand on January 29 and 30. 

With their extravagant costumes, glittering makeup and hairy un¬ 
derarms, the Trocks (as they are affectionately known) have been 
pleasing worldwide audiences for 25 years — except for that strange 
period in the ’80s when fans thought the travesty troupe was down 
and out. 

A younger generation of dance fans may not remember the glory 
days of the Trocks, when they showed up in San Francisco regularly, 
danced at the War Memorial Opera House, and broke new ground 
with their satirical yet scholarly efforts to send up classical dance with 
such works as that Victorian screamer, Pharaoh’s Daughter. 

Then suddenly the troupe hit bottom. They lost dancers. They 
changed management. They changed artistic staff. Tours became er¬ 
ratic and poorly advertised, and the repertory, tattered and tacky, was 
not well danced. Those of us who had loved the Trocks from their in¬ 
ception in 1974 thought that perhaps the drag phenomenon was a 
one-note joke that had garnered its last laugh. 

As Julia Roberts said in Pretty Woman, “Big mistake!” 

The Trocks are back, at full physical strength and dancing better 
than ever. The joke is still as delicious as it ever was. Tory Dobrin, 
current artistic director and a Trockadero dancer since 1980 (Dame 
Margaret Lowin-Octeyn), credits the Japanese with much of the 
Trockadero renaissance. 

“With their drag tradition — Kabuki and the female company, 
Takarazuka — the Japanese are comfortable with our genderbending 
satire. They have a wacky sense of humor and, because of their fa¬ 
miliarity with Russian ballet, they demand that we dance really well. 
Even when things looked grim for touring in the US, the Japanese 
continued to book us annually, and that gave us a budget structure.” 

Rara avis 

What specifically caused the terrible slump in the mid-’80s, when 
financially and artistically it looked as if the Trockadero were on its 
last legs? Dobrin, upbeat and thoughtful, prefers not to dwell on past 
miseries now that things are going smoothly again, but he’s also one 
of those rare birds in ballet — a dancer with a brain. His dissection

Dreams of Mecca 

'La Madonna Nera' at Jon Sims Center

W hile watching Tommi Avicolli Mecca’s one-act play La 
Madonna Nera I was reminded of a Broadway thriller I saw 
nearly 20 years ago. John Pielmeycr’s Agnes of God, a full- 
length melodrama with juicy roles for a trio of wicked women 
(played with relish by Geraldine Page, Elizabeth Ashley, and Aman¬ 
da Plummer), was similarly concerned with a young woman given 
to religious visions who turns out to have been merely pregnant. 

I don’t know if Mr. Mecca ever saw or read Pielmeyer’s play. 
Apart from the central secret, the two dramas have little in com¬ 
mon. But since it is exactly that secret (is she crazy or divinely in¬ 
spired?) that attracts and holds an audience, the similarity of these 
two writers’ themes is not uninteresting. 

Both heroines’ religious visions reduce to self-centered pleas for 
help in a moment of biological extremis they either don’t under¬ 
stand or have to hide. Agnes, a nun, was raped by a transient field- 
hand; 15-year-old Angelina has been sexually abused by her cousin, 
Father Tony. Both writers use the dramatic situation to reveal the 
hypocrisy of institutionalized religion, even as they exploit its sen¬ 
sationalist potential. Mecca even manifests an old-style villain, a 
dimeStore Tartuffe whose holier-than-thou pose of cousinly con¬ 
cern is just a cover for incestuous heat. 

No doubt need breeds miracles, but making the crisis of un¬ 
wanted pregnancy the motor for stigmata (Agnes) or Mary sight¬ 
ings (Angelina) has the doubly regrettable effect of trivializing re¬ 
ligious genius while enhancing the Vatican’s view of women as ma¬ 
nipulative hysterics. Particularly dismaying is the tidy wrap-up of 
Mecca’s play: a miscarriage just before the final blackout. 

Apart from its basic premise. La Madonna Nera is hard to judge 
on the basis of its present production, which is basically a staged 
reading without scripts. Granted, the play as written is linear, with 
nary a subplot in view, little more than an illustrated short story. 
But the actors : do nothing but recite their lines to one another; the 
only visible prop for the hour the play lasts is an iron used in the 
first five minutes. Although the dialogue is relentlessly realistic, no¬ 
body onstage exhibits behavior indicative of life as lived in “South 
Philadelphia’s Little Italy during the hottest summer on record” (ac¬ 
cording to the program). No one so much as drinks a glass of water. 

The problem inherent to the writing of the play, finding a 15- 
year-old to play the lead, has not been solved by casting local film 
star Desi Del Valle. She may be short and petulant, but that does¬ 
n’t make her a teenager; she fails to demonstrate adolescent-style 
vulnerability or zeal. Too bad, too, that Jason Arquin as the randy 
priest looks more like the choir boys’ best friend. 

Everyone involved obviously means well, and I’m sure Mother 
Mary is speaking words of wisdom, "Let it be,” but a critic can’t af¬ 
ford to be so forgiving. T

Mother of God!

| knew a therapist in Chicago 
who would automatically add 
six months to her estimate for 
the length of the therapy if the 
client was Catholic and/or had at¬ 
tended Catholic school. Issues? 
You don’t know about issues until 
you’ve been exposed to nuns. 
Tommi Avicolli Mecca 
is a playwright, actor 
and activist, but it was 
as recovering Catholics 
that we connected 
when we had a chance 
to talk about his newest 
play, La Madonna Nera. 

The play began with 
a dream that Mecca 
had about a girl 
who channeled 
saints while build¬ 
ing a brick wall. “I 
woke up and thought, what a great 
image. I knew I wanted to explore 
my Catholic childhood; I wanted 
to consider the meaning of life.” 
Both Mecca and I are Catholics 
who rejected the church’s teach¬ 
ings, but are left with a void where 
those teachings and the rituals 
around them once lived. When 
Mecca found a book at A Differ¬ 
ent Light bookstore about femi¬ 


nism in Italy, he was fascinated by 
tales of a black Madonna (La 
Madonna Nera). “Throughout 
Europe,” he explains, “working- 
class people and peasants have de¬ 
veloped a set of beliefs around a 
dark Madonna who is seen as a 
protector of women and of the 
poor. Unlike the typical depiction 
of a blond, blue-eyed Mary who 
stands firmly with Catholic hier¬ 
archy, the dark Madon¬ 
na protects the down¬ 
trodden and goes after 
the bad guys who are 
sometimes members of 
the Catholic hierarchy.” 

When Mecca was in 
high school he read 
Sartre, and moved from 
Catholic beliefs to 
an intellectually 
convincing athe¬ 
ism that neverthe¬ 
less left him emo¬ 
tionally unsatisfied. “As an adult, 
I come to realize that the atheists 
aren’t right, but I believe religion 
is not the answer, either. The 
truth, I suspect, is somewhere be¬ 
tween the extremes. I don’t attack 
anyone’s personal beliefs in the 
play, but I do condemn the 
Catholic hierarchy.” 

Mecca’s enthusiasm for his 
play is matched by his delight in 


his main character, Angelina, as 
played by Desi Del Valle. “I could¬ 
n’t be happier with the work she 
has done on the character, and all 
she’s brought to the role.” Unlike 
earlier plays by Mecca, including 
a one-person show about growing 
up queer and Catholic in South 
Philadelphia and an AIDS play 
that was honored by the Mayor of 
Philadelphia, La Madonna Nera is 
not a queer play, but if you ask 
Mecca whether the show is in¬ 
fused with queer sensibility, his 
answer is a resounding “Yes. The 
show is definitely political — I’ve 
never written anything that was 
not political — but you can see 
this play and just enjoy the story. 

“I think that being a queer 
playwright is about asking the 
hard questions. Being queer 
means challenging everything. I 
don’t believe in a God that inter¬ 
venes, but sometimes people do 
things that seem beyond human 
ability. What do they say, that hu-

mans only use ten percent of their 
brains? Maybe what looks like a 
miracle is really people using 
more of their brains. I want to be¬ 
lieve that there is more than what 
we see. I’m open to the possibility

|i uno and the Paycock may be 
a great play, but it’s not a 
particularly subtle one. Play¬ 
wright Sean O’Casey created the 
atmosphere, ironies, and tragedies 
of his 1922 masterpiece by cou¬ 
pling broad comedy with the 
music of vernacular speech and a 
forthright pathos. At ACT, there 
are unnecessarily heavy hands at 
work that overstate the obvious, 
often to unproductive ends. 

That’s too bad, because when 
the richness of the play emerges, it’s 
clear that the key players possess 
the talent and insight to bring these 
characters’ troubled situations to 
life. The final results are still re¬ 
warding, especially since the chance 
to see this Irish landmark comes so 
rarely, but this is a case where well- 
intentioned “improvements” sel¬ 
dom accomplish their goal. 

It’s clear from the first glimpse 
of Kate Edmunds’ set of Escher- 
like stairways that director Giles 
Havergal intends to loosen the re¬ 
alistic grip of the family-drama 
format. This particular family is 
living in poverty in Dublin as the 
unresolved battles for Irish inde¬ 
pendence continue to intrude on 
their domestic travails. 

Jack Boyle, the shiftless patri¬ 
arch, expends most of his energy 
in pontificating, avoiding employ¬ 
ment, and carousing with his 
ne’er-do-well buddy Joxer Daly. 
His long-suffering wife Juno pro-

vides what meager income the 
family has. Their son has been 
both physically and emotionally 
damaged in the war, while their 
daughter flits about worrying 
about what color ribbon to wear 
in her hair. Their circumstances 
change abruptly when an inheri¬ 
tance appears to send a small for¬ 
tune their way, and the high com¬ 
edy that ensues is tempered by the 
violence and grief outside their 
door that the family increasingly 
tries to deny. 

Actually, in Edmunds’ set, the 
Doyles have no doors, or walls ei¬ 
ther, creating spatial confusion in 
the move to make a bigger state¬ 
ment. Rather than suggesting a 
tenement hovel, the set looks 
more like a stone-cold prison, and 
if we still don’t get the point, the 
director has various ominous fig¬ 
ures silently patrolling from the 
maze of stairways. Havergal 
makes some other questionable 
choices, most disturbingly in the 
final scene, which is undermined 
by strong-arm imagery. 

Burly burlesque 

Despite these impediments, 
the clamorous tale of the Doyles 
is still communicated, thanks 
largely to the efforts of Charles 
Dean as Jack Boyle, Robin Pear¬ 
son Rose as Juno, and Geoff Hoyle 


as Joxer. As Juno, Rose captures 
the warmth and resolve of this 
character who has been continu¬ 
ously disappointed by life. As for 
Dean and Hoyle, these veteran 
troupers delightfully play off each 
other like burlesque comics, 
though they may miss some of the 
characters’ darker shadings. 

There are some stumbles 
among the supporting players. As 
Juno and Jack’s troubled son, Bryan 
Close crudely telegraphs his angst, 
while Gregory Ivan Smith goes 
overboard with a fussy Niles 
Crane-routine as the daughter’s 
suitor. As the daughter, Kathleen 
Kaefer delivers a reasonable perfor¬ 
mance, and there is affecting work 
from Margaret Schenck as a bois¬ 
terous floozy and Sharon Lock- 
wood as a bitterly grieving mother. 

There is nothing inglorious 
about exploring new approaches 
to a classic play. The problems 
arise in this case in not trusting 
the play to still speak its piece 
without obvious signposts. After 
all, it’s not as if the miseries born 
of Irish strife are but distant his¬ 
tory. ▼

that we can do great, unbelievable 
things.” 

If you were lucky enough to 
see the film Costa Brava, then 
you’ve seen Desi Del Valle. When I 
spoke with her about La Madonna 
Nera, her enthusiasm was palpa¬ 
ble. “I love this play, and I love 
working with Tommi,” she ex¬ 
plains. She was especially in¬ 
trigued by the fact that “Tommi 
could write a realistic play about 
dreams and visions. Even though 
Tommi is an Italian from 
Philadelphia and I’m a Puerto 
Rican from the Bronx, I could re¬ 
late to the working-class notions 
in the play. Fear keeps a lot of peo¬ 
ple home and in a small circle. 
Tommi and I were both forced 
out because we were gay. I could 
really relate to his sense of being 
the other.” 

What about playing the 16- 
year-old Angelina, who believes 
that saints as well as the Madon¬ 
na are communicating directly 
with her? “My acting teacher at 
Columbia gave me some really 
good advice. He told me to re¬ 
member that young people don’t 
like to be perceived as young. I 
think I was more mature at 16 
than I am now, but that’s because 
I really regressed when I came out. 
I had a lot of lost time to make up. 


I also like the cast — it’s a real 
pleasure to work with good actors 
who are committed to the work.”

tempt, which re-creates attempted 
suicides by several women.) Anto¬ 
nioni’s feeling for fragmented lives 
finds full expression in the famous 
beach scene, where the title char¬ 
acters wander aimlessly around, 
far from their natural habitat of 
the city, with only bits of conver¬ 
sation audible. 


Fruitless search 

For The Outcry (1957), Anto¬ 
nioni used American B-actor (and 
handsome hunk) Steve Cochran 
in a story that recalls his first short 
Gente del Po in its setting around 
the Po River. Cochran plays Aldo, 
a factory worker deserted by his 
wife who spends most of the film 
wandering through some of the 
bleakest expanses in postwar Italy. 
Typically episodic, and without a 
clear narrative, The Outcry man¬ 
ages to evoke strong emotions out 
of Antonioni’s emotionally re¬ 
mote style. The film is also typical 
of his work in occupying an entire 
film with an impossible, ultimate¬ 
ly pointless search. 

The director’s biggest success 
to date came with the trilogy that 
followed The Outcry: L’Avventura 
(1960), La Notte (1961), and L’E- 
clisse (1962). It’s worth noting 
here that they weren’t immediate¬ 
ly recognized as classics; at the

masterpieces 

Antonioni retrospective at the Castro

E xploring interior worlds 
would seem to be risky, 
even suicidal, for an artist 
working in a medium as expen¬ 
sive and profit-driven as film. 
Some directors who have taken 
this risk — Carl Dreyer and 
Robert Bresson come to mind 
here — took years to finance a 
single work and were eventually 
consigned to the gulag of gradu¬ 
ate classes in cinema and maybe 
an occasional revival. Michelan¬ 
gelo Antonioni has carved a place 
in both realms. He’s made movies 
that few have seen ( The Oberwald 
Mystery), scored commercial hits 
that also became classics (Blow- 
Up), worked with authentic 
movie stars (Jack Nicholson in 
The Passenger), and created a 
string of masterpieces in the 
1950s and ’60s (L’Avventura, La 
Notte, L’Eclisse) that brought au¬ 
diences, stirred controversy, influ¬ 
enced other filmmakers, and in¬ 
spired some to say he’d created a 
new cinematic language. (Happi¬ 
ly, much of his work is so familiar 
that we can afford to look mainly 
at his lesser-known, early achieve¬ 
ments in this review.) 

Antonioni’s biography pre¬ 
dicts his inclinations, if not his 
achievements. Born in 1912 to a 
bourgeois family in Ferrara, he 
showed an early interest in the 
plastic arts — painting and pup¬ 
petry. Surprisingly sportsmanlike 
(he was a tennis champion), the 
future director also wrote short 
stories and plays and helped 
found a local theatre company. 
Always a fan of movies, he wrote 
critiques of fascist Italian films, 
which gave him his first taste of 
censorship. 

Fired from a writing job at the 
film magazine Cinema (edited by 
Mussolini’s son Vittorio) in the 
early 1940s, Antonioni tumbled 
from the middle class that would 
remain steadfastly his subject, into 
the kind of poverty that provided 
the backdrop to many a neo-real¬ 
ist film. He pulled himself up by 
apprenticing with directors like 
Rossellini and Marcel Carne, writ¬ 
ing screenplays, and making doc¬ 
umentaries and shorts. Gente del 
Po was his first official short (re¬ 
leased in 1947), a moody look at 
the squalid lives of working-class 
people living around the Po River. 
Three years later he wrote and di¬ 
rected his first feature, Story of a 
Love Affair, which established 
some of his later themes of alien¬ 
ation and the inscrutability of 
human motives or purpose. His 
style was far from rudimentary 
even in 1950; critics of the time 
remarked on his habit, which be¬ 
came a theme in itself in the later 
films, of holding shots far longer, 
often uncomfortably so, than 
“necessary” for the narrative. This 
strategy forces audiences to con¬ 
front the characters and contem¬ 
plate them in ways impossible in 
standard narratives, which try to 
tie up every loose end. Story of a 
Love Affair shows Antonioni’s in¬ 
terest in melodrama — adultery 
and murder in a plush Milanese 
setting is the subject — but even 
here the sense of his characters’ 
distance from the exterior world 
is vividly marked in bleak loca¬ 
tion-shooting in Milan. Two years

later, with The Vanquished, he 
abandoned the melodrama en¬ 
tirely for a kind of existentialist 
noir that would sketch in minia¬ 
ture his later great themes. 

Genre-buster 

The Vanquished was an om¬ 
nibus film, three separate stories 
set in Rome, Paris, and London, 
and it’s indicative of its disturbing 
power that it was banned in 
France and England. The French 
sequence features a picnic in 
which one of a group of friends 
murders another; the English seg¬ 
ment has a Leopold-and-Loeb 
plot in which a man kills a prosti¬ 
tute perhaps only to prove his su¬ 
periority. Antonioni’s level-eyed 
camera examines these events 
without probing them, chroni¬ 
cling without attempting to ex¬ 
plain, or perhaps more properly, 
showing that such things exist 
outside the realm of reason. The 
director’s casual genre-busting is 
also evident; these are in a sense 
detective stories that he refuses to 
solve. The Italians weren’t quite as 
violent in their response; instead 
of banning the film, they simply 
made drastic cuts. 

If The Vanquished stressed 
modernism over melodrama, An¬ 
tonioni’s next Film, The Lady 
without Camelias (1953), has 
touches of a theatrical artifice. 
The plot sounds like something 
out of a Joan Crawford movie: 
beautiful young woman rises 
from shopgirl to beauty contes¬ 
tant to star. But typical of the di¬ 
rector, she’s forced to confront her 
own delusions (destroying her ca¬ 
reer with a mortifying portrayal 
of that staple of ambitious ac¬ 
tresses, Joan of Arc), and she soon 
falls precipitously from her 
heights. The director’s striking vi¬ 
sual style — characters huddled 
in a fog or dwarfed by crumbling 
arches — has already matured. 

The Lady without Camelias was 
not a huge success, but Antonioni 
made up for it with his next film, 
The Girlfriends (1955). It won the 
Silver Lion award at Venice and 
was perhaps the first of his films to 
inspire critics to speak of the di¬ 
rector’s creation of a “new cine¬ 
matographic language.” The title is 
ironic; the “girlfriends” are more 
treacherous than supportive, and 
their world is marked by failed 
love affairs, spiritual isolation, and 
suicide. (Suicide was always fasci¬ 
nating to the director; The Girl¬ 
friends was made right after an un¬ 
settling short film, Suicide At- 
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Antonioni

Cannes Film Festival, L’Avventura 
was met with screaming and 
stampedes, and Antonioni was 
written off as an annoying obscu¬ 
rantist. But these films’ perverse 
brilliance, Antonioni’s compelling 
tableaux of mysteries without 
end, and the luminous presence of 
Monica Vitti have only gained 
with the years. 

Of his later lesser-known 
work, of particular interest are 
two ultra-rarities. The Mystery of 
Oberwald, an adaptation of 
Cocteau’s The Eagle Has Two 
Heads, reunited Monica Vitti and 
Antonioni. Shot on video and 
transferred to film, it shows the 
director’s color manipulations at 


their most sophisticated. Chung 
Kuo China is a four-hour travel¬ 
ogue made in 1972 but rarely 
screened. Antonioni’s lifelong 
problems with censorship reached 
full course here. Commissioned 
by the Chinese government and 
cheered at its finish, a year later 
the film was viciously denounced 
and banned by Cultural Revolu¬ 
tion forces who were suddenly 
unhinged by the director’s view of 
a China that, like most of the di¬ 
rector’s elusive subjects, is “seen 
but not known.” T

Paradise lost 


Larry Clark recreates 'Tulsa' in his 2nd film

ithin the first five min¬ 
utes of Another Day in 
If Paradise, we see — in 
graphic detail — young junkies 
shooting heroin, a burglary, and 
the stabbing death of a security 
guard. Blood spouts and fists 
hammer craniums as the sound¬ 
track lays down an authentic R&B 
groove by means of Fantastic 
Johnny C’s “Boogaloo Down 
Broadway.” For turning up this 
classic and playing it in its entire¬ 
ty; I am willing to forgive director 
Larry Clark almost anything — 
and there is a lot to forgive in An¬ 
other Day in Paradise. This film is 
gory, violent, and generically re¬ 
pulsive in a one-size-offends-all 
fashion. It is also an example of 
highly competent, technically as¬ 
sured, and visually stimulating 
filmmaking. 

The time is the mid-’70s. Mel 
(James Woods) and Sid (Melanie 
Griffith) are a low-rent Bonnie 
and Clyde on heroin; Mel pulls off 
heists and deals drugs to support 
the habit he and Sid have ac¬ 
quired. They tool around in a big 
Cadillac El Dorado and pick up 
Bobbie (Vincent Kartheiser), a 
junkie and petty thief, and his 
girlfriend Rosie (Natasha Gregson 
Wagner). The two couples, one in 
their twenties and the other in 
their forties, join forces to rob a 
pharmacy, sell the drugs they 
steal, and then attempt a jewelry 
store heist. Their disastrous road 
trip through the Midwest makes 
that of Thelma and Louise look 
like a Grayline tour. 

Another Day in Paradise is 
based on a novel by ex-con Eddie 
Little. His story owes a great deal 
to the work of Elmore Leonard, 
and director Clark brings the tale 
to life by employing a frighten¬ 
ingly realistic cinematic style. 
Clark’s first film, Kids, was a bleak 
look at sexually promiscuous, 
drug-addicted Manhattan teens. 


Done in a cinema-verite style, 
Kids was so real, it played like a 
documentary. Here Clark’s fasci¬ 
nation with low-lifers continues, 
and he resurrects the milieu that 
made him famous as a photogra¬ 
pher in his Tulsa series — junkies 
and all. 

Christopher Landon and 
Stephen Chin’s script is smart and 
fast, and Eric Edwards’ produc¬ 
tion design and Kathryn Morri¬ 
son’s costumes are simply perfect. 
They authentically recreate a ’70s 
world of Ban-Lon knits, 
Marimekko prints, 8-track tapes, 
and flared pants. All of this plays 
beautifully against a slammin’ 
musical score of ’60s and ’70s soul 
classics, complemented by the on¬ 
screen musical appearance of 
Clarence Carter. The four leading 
actors all turn in excellent perfor¬ 
mances, with highest honors 
going to James Woods as the 
domineering loser Mel, who 
thinks he has it all together while 
his life spins out of control. It is a 
searingly dramatic performance 
that Woods controls at the perfect 
pitch throughout. Natasha Greg¬ 
son Wagner, as the ingenue, 
brings an appropriately passive 
deer-in-headlights quality to her 
role as Rosie, and Vincent 
Kartheiser is equally effective as 
her earnest and self-destructive 
loser boyfriend. 

Liplock 

As Sid, Mel’s aging junkie girl¬ 
friend, Melanie Griffith brings 
surprising intensity and intelli¬ 
gence to her role. But Griffith’s 
credibility is seriously undercut by 
the most unnatural lip-enhance¬ 
ment this side of Cher. Griffith’s 
bulbous, protruding upper lip is 
so wrong, so abnormal, that every 
time she has a close-up — and she 
has many — it is impossible to ig¬ 


nore the bizarre, unbalanced 
equation her face has become. 
This choice is not only wrong for 
her character, but if Griffith wants 
to be taken seriously as an actress, 
her lip-job was a very bad career 
move. 

Griffith recently told the press 
that, in the making of this film, it 
was really helpful to her that di¬ 
rector Larry Clark really was a 
junkie. This “outing” of the direc¬ 
tor as a heroin addict is supported 
by reports of Clark entering rehab 
after the film was completed. If all 
this is true, it would certainly ex¬ 
plain the longstanding fixation 
Clark has with junkies and the 
urban fleabag milieu he chooses 
to explore. Clark certainly brings 
an authenticity to his work, and 
Another Day in Paradise is no ex¬ 
ception. It’s hard to imagine how 
anyone completely on the outside 
of this lifestyle could bring it to 
life with such clarity and objectiv¬ 
ity. 

In a curious footnote, Lou Di¬ 
amond Phillips appears as Jules, a 
Latin queen who holds court at a 
local gay bar and helps arrange 
the jewelry store heist for Mel and 
Sid. For some unknown reason, 
Phillips’ appearance in the film is 
unbilled. His character is both an 
outrageous queer boy, with stud¬ 
ied makeup and hair, and a street- 
smart tough guy who talks with 
his fists. Phillips’ strong perfor¬ 
mance is worthy of note, and the 
absence of screen credit is just an¬ 
other strange note in a curious 
motion picture. But Larry Clark 
has much to be proud of; Another 
Day in Paradise is a great film, one 
that just happens to be very hard 
to watch. ▼

SF Symphony is ready 
to dazzle Europe

fter beginning the new year 
with two weeks of brilliant 
concerts, the San Francisco 
Symphony and Music Director 
Michael Tilson Thomas departed 
for their most extensive European 
tour to date. From Dublin to Vi¬ 
enna, their favorable reputation 
will grow internationally with 16 
dates in 14 cities. 

Other American artists will 
join with them along the way. Vi¬ 
olinist Gil Shaham is set to repeat 
his flawless renditions of the 
Mendelssohn and Samuel Barber 
Concertos, and sopranos Dawn 
Upshaw and Christine Brewer are 
scheduled to alternate in perfor¬ 
mances of selections from Can- 
teloube’s Songs of the Auvergne. 

Touring reinforces the orches¬ 
tra’s standing abroad, but even 
more importantly, encourages es¬ 
prit de corps. Local subscribers 
should reap the benefits of height¬ 
ened ensemble when the seasoned 
travelers return and, if recent 
weeks at Davies Hall were any in¬ 
dication, that sense of cama¬ 
raderie is already running high. 

We can thank Tilson Thomas 
for that with a pleasant nod to 
management as well. In an un¬ 
precedented move, contract nego¬ 
tiations were ratified almost a year 
before the current agreement was 
set to expire. The new labor con¬ 
tract, approved overwhelmingly, 
will span six years until November 


2005. A new conflict resolution 
process, led by Harvard Universi¬ 
ty Law Professor Robert 
Mnookin, is credited for this 
happy turn of events, and there 
need be no fear of the kind of ac¬ 
rimony (and lost revenue) in¬ 
curred by the last negotiations. 

Considering the complicated 
components and many intangi¬ 
bles which make a great artistic 
institution, San Francisco can 
marvel at the wonderful constel¬ 
lation of stars that shines upon 
the SFS. Provincial scribes have 
been timidly suggesting that we 
have a world-class institution for 
years. It doesn’t need to be said 
anymore — it is the simple truth. 

Of course, it is the shape and 
tone of the orchestra’s perfor¬ 
mance that define the organiza¬ 
tion, and MTT has made remark¬ 
able headway in creating a “San 
Francisco sound.” The formerly 
lean (read thin) string section is 
sounding full and lustrous, prob¬ 
lems with pitch and attack from 
the horns are rare, and there is a 
homogeneity between sections 
that rivals the very best. An un¬ 
mistakable pride and enthusiasm 
mark every concert. 

Musical chairs 

There have been changes in 
personnel, and some familiar faces 
are regrettably absent this season. 
The search also goes on for a new 
Concertmaster. Nadya Tichman is

| M ou’ve got to pity this year’s 
Grammy voters, faced as 
M they are with the lesser-of- 
two-evils choice between “My 
Heart Will Go On” from Titanic 
and “I Don’t Want To Miss a 
Thing” from Armageddon in the 
category of Best Song Written for 
a Motion Picture. Clearly, the 
state of movie music is dire, but 
this wasn’t the case 30 or 40 years 
ago. Back then, composers like 
Henry Mancini, John Barry, and 
Burt Bacharach wrote film scores 
containing brilliant pop songs 
that often became huge pop hits. 
Best of all, these songs were an 
organic part of the film’s overall 
score, not just something tacked 
on to the movie’s closing credits. 

The local group Oranj Sym¬ 
phonette has more than just a 
passing interest in the era of the 
groovy movie soundtrack, to bor¬ 
row a name from the much- 
missed KUSF radio program that 
spotlighted just such music. The 
Symphonette’s 1996 debut CD 
was made up entirely of skewed 
jazz-pop instrumental covers of 
Henry Mancini’s film and TV 
music from the 1960s. The group’s 
latest release, The Oranj Album, 
features more Mancini, along with 
the work of various other film

composers from the ’60s (Barry, 
Bacharach, Quincy Jones and 
Elmer Bernstein) as well as a cou¬ 
ple of non-film-related standards 
from various eras (Duke Elling¬ 
ton’s “Satin Doll” and Jimmy 
Webb’s “Up, Up and Away”). 

The new CD, fortunately, has 
less of the self-conscious wacki¬ 
ness that marred Oranj Sym¬ 
phonette Plays Mancini. On that 
album, the band had a habit of 
abruptly switching styles (from 
jazz to rock ’n’ roll) and tone 
(from reverent to irreverent) mid¬ 
song. Their version of “Moon 
River,” for example, went from de¬ 
spondent borderline-dirge to 
saucy cha-cha number. Even

A time for weeping 

SF Opera season no cause to rejoice

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|Pf| leurez! Pleurez mes yeux,” 
laments the heroine of 
Massenet’s opera Le Cid in 
one of the most heart-rending 
arias ever written. “Weep! Weep 
my eyes” is the only appropriate 
response when one reflects on the 
just-completed San Francisco 
Opera season. It ended as it 
began, with performances of a 
Puccini opera which brought no 
glory to either the company or the 
composer. Indeed, like much of 
the rest of the season, the perfor¬ 
mances should probably never 
have taken place. 

Last week, two different casts 
went through their paces in a 
“Broadway-style” presentation of 
Madama Butterfly, by which the 
company means performances 
took place almost every night 
with alternating casts. This con¬ 
tinuing obsession with Broadway 
meant that, once again, the very 
heart of opera (giving the audi¬ 
ence a cathartic experience) was 
ignored in favor of having physi¬ 
cally appealing but inadequate 
singers butcher Puccini’s score. 
Can miking singers be far behind? 

The company reprised its pro¬ 
duction introduced during the 
summer 1997 “Broadway-style” 
run at the Golden Gate Theater 
which alternated four different 
casts in a concept-heavy, but Puc¬ 
cini-light presentation. In order to 
help audiences understand that 
they do not have to be afraid of 
opera, director Ron Daniels con¬ 
ceived the opera as a flashback by 
Butterfly and Pinkerton’s grown 
son, a conceit that only makes 
sense if one already knows the 
opera — and thereby defeats the 
entire purpose of not doing the 
opera as the composer wrote it. 
Michael Yeargan’s sets are visually 
pleasing, but the screens which di¬ 
vide the stage into different play¬ 
ing areas are pushed to and fro in 
a virtually nonstop attempt to 
keep the audience’s attention 
from wandering. (“See, opera is 
fun! Look at all the neat things we 
can do.”) 

Even so, a cast with the voices 
to sing Puccini’s music in a way 
that communicated its over¬ 
whelming drama could have tran¬ 
scended the setting. But the SFO, 
apparently determined to hamper 
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Tenor Luis Lima and soprano Sylvie Valayre in Madama Butterfly 


its singers any way it could, en¬ 
gaged French conductor Em¬ 
manuel Villaume to make his US 
operatic debut with Butterfly. He 
was so inept, so lacking in leader¬ 
ship or understanding that the 
singers and the orchestra were to 
work together, that he actually 
made me long for Steven Mercu- 
rio’s bumbling in the pit. 

Many of the first cast in this 
run were veterans of the Golden 
Gate Theater Butterfly. Their sec¬ 
ond performance on January 12 
was solid, workman-like, and 
would not have been out of place 
in, say, Knoxville or Omaha. In 
the title role, Sylvie Valayre dis¬ 
played a healthy, solid voice of lit¬ 
tle beauty (to these ears) but was 
unable to dominate the part, 
though she often carefully molded 
her phrases. Luis Lima, who has 
often done superb work at the 
War Memorial, seemed to be hav¬ 
ing an off night afflicted with 
shaky, off-pitch singing. Only two 
singers were thoroughly at one 
with their parts: Zheng Cao, who 
was almost overwhelming in her 
mastery of Suzuki, and Adler Fel¬ 
low Karen Fergurson, who was 
such an appealing Kate I long to 
see her in a bigger role soon. 

‘I Love Suzuki’ 

Most of the principals of cast 
number two were making their 
SFO debuts. On the basis of their 
work on January 10, none of 
them, with the exception of Grant 
Youngblood, who was a solid 
Sharpless, should ever be invited 
back. (The audience, however, 
gave them a standing ovation.) 
Headed by a Cio-Cio-San (Is¬ 
abelle Kabatu) who shrieked mo¬ 
notonously at the top of her voice 
all evening and seemed to think 
“acting” meant doing a bad imita¬ 
tion of Leonie Rysanek at her 
most demented, a Pinkerton 


(James Gornelison) who would 
have been over-parted as Freddy 
Eynsford-Hill in My Fair Lady, 
and a Suzuki (Wendy White) who 
seemed to think she was on I Love 
Lucy, the results were one of the 
worst performances of an opera I 
have seen in over three decades. 
“What can the San Francisco 
Opera be thinking?” I kept asking 
myself. 

That is a question that has 
haunted operagoers all year. How 
could a once-great, international¬ 
ly respected company turn into a 
bad joke? The ten operas present¬ 
ed this season yielded about ten 
individual performances that 
were truly of an international 
level -— a level at which the SFO 
ought to be operating constantly. 
Certainly any theater will have an 
occasional season dogged by bad 
luck. Singers get ill or cancel for 
other reasons, casts occasionally 
simply do not gel, a production 
that looked ravishing on paper 
loses its magic when built and put 
on stage. 

But this year the SFO based a 
season around second-, third- and 
fourth-raters, blithely ignoring 
the scores of strong singers who 
were available. For every riveting 
portrayal — James Morris as 
Philip in Don Carlo, Renee Flem¬ 
ing, Elizabeth Futral and Anthony 
Dean Griffey in Streetcar Named 
Desire, Violetta Urmana as 
Brangane in Tristan, Mary Mills as 
Zdenka in Arabella or Larissa Di- 
adkova in Betrothal in a 
Monastery — there were three or 
four others who should never 
have been put on stage 

“Where there is no vision, the 
people perish,” it says in the Bible. 
San Francisco Opera’s most recent 
season is proof of that, and opera 
lovers can only weep, and pray 
that those who can make a differ¬ 
ence will do so. Or is it too late? ▼ 


Grand Tour 
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Ward is Acting Principal Horn. 
For the European tour, Ilya Kaler 
of the Rochester Philharmonic 
will be seated as First Chair. He has 
performed here admirably for the 
latest concerts, which have includ¬ 
ed virtually all of the repertoire for 
the road shows. Hardly a glam¬ 
orous figure onstage, he nonethe¬ 
less has helped ensure the success 
of the renditions, and at least Vi¬ 
ennese audiences will not have to 
face a woman in that all-impor¬ 
tant position. 

It is not clear whether or not 
Kaler will win the job as First 


Chair, and there are more than a 
few who think Tichman should 
get it, but we can trust MTT to 
make his decision based solely on 
merit. The maestro obviously 
holds high regard for, both. 

If the orchestra continues on 
the crest of their partnership with 
Tilson Thomas throughout the 
tour, European audiences are in for 
one hell of a ride. The recent per¬ 
formances of the Fifth Symphonies 
of Mahler and Prokofiev will an¬ 
chor two programs. They are MTT 
country through and through — 
big, detailed and warmly expres¬ 
sive, with the sonorities carefully 
disciplined for maximum effect.

Big Ben strikes 


Heldentenor Ben Heppner in Berkeley

% , en Heppner’s recital for Cal 
Performances last Thursday 
marked the first time in my 
experience that the audience sang 
for the performer. Late in the 
evening, Heppner offered, “This is 
a great way to spend your birth¬ 
day,” or something to that effect 
(he turned 43), and what seemed 
like seconds later his accompanist, 
the superb Craig Rutenberg, 
plunked out the familiar chords 
and Heppner’s adoring audience 
serenaded him with a robust 
“Happy Birthday” that included 
some bumptious harmonies and 
high-flying, faux-operatic des¬ 
cants. 

There could be no doubt that 
the tribute was genuine. This 
clearly was an audience that 
would have thrown itself in front 
of traffic for this lumbering bear 
of an opera star, and not without 
reason. It’s been clear for more 
than a decade that Heppner is one 
of the most important singers 
treading the boards today, not 
only for the obvious assets of his

mentation is kept fairly simple on 
the Symphonette’s “Dolls.” The 
dark, somber strains of a cello set 
the mood before accordionist 
Rob Burger steps in to wring tears 
from the . melody. Even more 
beautiful and spare is the group’s 
rendition of John Barry’s “Mid¬ 
night Cowboy” theme, which 
consists simply of the plaintive, 
echo-drenched guitar work of 
Symphonettist Joe Gore. 

The minimalism of those 
songs is definitely the exception 
on a CD full of lush, grandly- 
scaled instrumentals. Elmer 
Bernstein’s “The Magnificent 
Seven” theme is tricked out with 
guitar, clarinet and accordion 
solos, but the band manages to 
keep the song so tight and tune¬ 
ful that none of the flourishes 
seem like overkill. The fullest 
arrangement and biggest sound 
on the record can be found on the 
band’s version of the “They Call 
Me MISTER Tibbs!” theme, 
where one Symphonettist alone, 
Ralph Carney, plays flute, Turkish 
clarinet, baritone sax, slide whis¬ 
tle and duck call. Those instru¬ 
ments combine with a half-dozen 
or so others to form a sweeping,

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ham’s bold and sweet-toned 
Mendelssohn Concerto and the 
Mahler Fifth will impress more 
conservative listeners while re¬ 
minding them of Mahler’s audac¬ 
ity. Cheers and standing ovations 
that began here are sure to be re¬ 
peated abroad. 

The 20th-century scores heard 
most recently at Davies are another 
traveling showcase. From the 
haunting evocations and rollicking 
dissonances of Charles Ives’ Three 
Places in New England to the mon¬ 
umental bombast, swelling 
melodies and acerbic wit of 
Prokofiev’s Fifth Symphony, Pro¬ 
gram Two should be a big hit with 
more adventurous crowds. Leonard 
Bernstein’s Suite from A Quiet Place 
is included, and this is another 


disciplined, clarion voice, but for 
the critical role he plays as the 
day’s finest exemplar of an endan¬ 
gered operatic subspecies. This is 
a no-doubt-about-it Heldentenor 
in an age when there may not be 
another. There are operas — Wag¬ 
ner’s Tristan und Isolde conspicu¬ 
ous among them — that soon 
may be unstageable without him, 
and the mere fact that he is sniff¬ 
ing around the territory of the 
Rings Siegfried is probably keep¬ 
ing major opera impresarios from 
opening a vein. 

He’s also a serious, intelligent, 
sympathetic artist with more than 
vocal brawn to offer. He seems 
thoughtful and careful about the 
roles he undertakes and notably 
conscientious about his prepara¬ 
tion of them. The opera world 
needs this guy like the planet 
needs oxygen. 

It’s particularly alarming, then, 
when he hands in a performance 
as troubled and troubling as 
Thursday’s. For unaccountable 
but generally propitious reasons, 
his recital was moved from Zeller- 
bach Hall to the considerably 
more intimate Hertz Hall, a 


but surprisingly never overblown, 
jazz-funk sound. 

They Call Me MISTER Tibbs! 
is a middling crime drama that’s 
not at all worthy of Quincy Jones’ 
sexy, dynamic music. But this 
record proves that sometimes the 
most obscure or rightfully forgot¬ 
ten, films have, the best scores. 
One of the standout tracks on 
The Oranj Album is the theme 
from a B-grade British potboiler 
called Beat Girl. The film features 
one of the earliest scores by the 
future composer of “Goldfinger” 
and other classic James Bond 
themes, John Barry. The “Beat 
Girl” theme — a frenetic bit of 
early ’60s rock ’n’ roll, fueled by 
crisp drumming and squealing 
sax — gives the Symphonette the 
opportunity to really cut loose. 
When it was released in the US, 
Beat Girl was retitled Wild for 
Kicks, which is a much better de¬ 
scription of the film’s theme song. 
This isn’t a tune that makes you 
want to coolly snap your fingers, 
but rather jump up on a bar stool 
and shimmy like your life de¬ 
pended on it. ▼

composer close to MTT’s heart and 
soul. The beloved Lenny’s arrange¬ 
ment made from his underestimat¬ 
ed opera has a jazzy Big Band core, 
surrounded by music of almost vul¬ 
gar sentimentality, but the ultimate 
effect is truly moving. 

Rock group Metallica and com¬ 
poser Michael Kamen held a press 
conference recently to announce a 
proposed collaboration with the 
San Francisco Symphony. They 
will not be on the European tour 
and we will withhold judgment 
until the project is completed, but 
we will venture a statement that 
such public relations strategies are 
hardly necessary to bolster the ar¬ 
gument that the SFS is a happen¬ 
ing institution. If our neighbors 
across the Atlantic don’t respond 
to the kind of excellence and ex¬ 
citement we are learning to expect 
from Michael Tilson Thomas, it 
will simply be a case of envy. ▼

ner never seemed to find a com¬ 
fortable dynamic range for his 
voice on its own terms and kept 
pushing it to the breaking point 
for indiscernible reasons. He did 
little musically to differentiate the 
rather carried material he was 
singing, certainly in terms of pro¬ 
portion. And although he gave the 
German, Italian, Russian and 
English words proper attention 
and diction, there wasn’t an over¬ 
abundance of meaning in his de¬ 
livery and virtually no sense of 
putting over a song. “Getting 
down” with a bevy of cloying, sen¬ 
timental “Parlor Songs” (as iden¬ 
tified in the program) was simply 
an artistic misstep. 

There was evidence of mild 
vocal trouble (Heldentenors, like 
large dogs and horses, are partic¬ 
ularly susceptible to passing mal¬ 
adies) from the opening number, 
Beethoven’s “Adelaide.” His 
singing seemed effortful, there 
was Ib’ts of scooping and crooning 
in" a repertoire that clearly dis¬ 
courages both, and the voice 


sounded dry and reluctant to 
open. But open it did in three of 
Lizst’s Petrarchan Sonnets, and 
things got pretty drafty. This is big 
music, no doubt about that, and 
at First Heppner seemed to have 
taken its measure and found his 
footing. But by the second climax 
of the first sonnet, “Pace non 
trovo,” his voice broke for the first 
of what would be many times. 

Richard Strauss’ Op. 27 songs 
suffered worst, the delicate, yearn¬ 
ing “Morgen,” sung at a glacially 
slow tempo, emerging syllabic, flat 
and empty. Somewhere in the set 
of six Rachmaninov songs, Hepp¬ 
ner confided that he didn’t speak 
Russian, which was amply evident 
despite his careful diction, but it 
turned out he didn’t speak Rach¬ 
maninov, either. Even the plan¬ 
gent beauties of “Do not sing, my 
beauty, to me,” Op. 4, No. 4, 
seemed strained, and battered by 
the non-stop belting. By that 
point, the sentiments of the title 
seemed particularly piquant. 

The last Heldentenor to weigh 
in on Lieder with comparable 
power was, ironically, a fellow 
Canadian, Jon Vickers, who inter¬ 
mittently took Schubert’s Winter- 
reise on the road, made a long 
evening and heavy weather of it 
— and burned the piece onto his 
listeners’ souls with the sheer in¬ 
tensity of his involvement with 
the songs. Heppner, by compari¬ 
son, merely hectored.

wood-lined, 800-seat auditorium 
with live but warm acoustics that 
has always been one of the Bay 
Area’s overall best musical venues. 
But on the evidence of Heppner’s 
belting, one might have thought it 
was the outdoor Arena in Verona. 
As my friend Aaron commented 
at intermission, “I kept waiting for 
the other two tenors to come out.” 


Full throttle 

The recital was as big as the 
tenor, his reputation, and his 
promise — but too big by half for 
his program. As Renee Fleming’s 
Zellerbach recital the previous 
weekend (Cal Performances is on 
a roll here) demonstrated, it can 
be illuminating to hear an opera 
singer in a song recital with a tan¬ 
talizing repertoire. (Heppner’s 
only operatic offering, the tenor’s 
big aria from Andrea Chenier, was 
an encore.) Unfortunately, the 
tenor’s outsized approach to his 
material — there hasn’t been as 
inflated a performance of Lieder 
in the area since the potato-salad 
days of Jessye Norman — did lit¬ 
tle more than cloud the picture of 
this estimable artist. It’s fun to 
hear a voice of this quality at full 
throttle for a few minutes at a 
time. Over two hours it turns into 
ear-bashing. 

It wasn’t just a matter of the 
singer’s failure to scale his mam¬ 
moth voice to Hertz Hall dimen¬ 
sions. There’s been some roof¬ 
raising singing in Hertz before, 
and the hall can handle it. Hepp-

or only the second time in 15 

years, the winner of the Mr.

tudio 2000 touts each of 
. their Exclusive Discoveries’ 
big dicks so loudly, you’d 
think personal absolution was to 
be found in its contemplation. 
And maybe it is, if you have a taste 
for the company’s vanilla specials. 
This time out, the new star is Tony 
Donovan, and the last name he’s 
been given announces his ap¬ 
pendage by linking him to former 
big-dicked Donovans Rick and 
Chad. The video is Getting 
Straight, and I’m tickled by it. Not 
so much for Donovan’s contribu¬ 
tion to it, or even for its intermit¬ 
tently agreeable sex, but most es¬ 
pecially for the droll stab at social 
realism of its connecting device. 
Getting Straight is set in, of all 
places, a halfway house. But hard¬ 
ly a nighttime lock-up for juvey 
offenders, this is a home for nice 
boys who, as a narrative scroll an¬ 
nounces, are caught between un¬ 
accepting parents and “the reality 
of life on the mean streets.” It’s a 
wistful idea, this coming out zone, 
where the boys can learn a skill 
like preparing meals or cleaning 
the stables, and have sex with the 
other guys all day long without 
any parental naysaying or peer 
put-down. 

Did I say stables? Yes, this 
halfway house is no inner-city 
commune furnished with worn 
cast-offs, but a bucolic hacienda 
sprawling over landscaped 
grounds. It has a pool and a billiard 
room, as well as the aforemen¬ 
tioned stables, where our hero, 
after much deliberation and delay, 
nfirst kn ows man - to - man sex. 

In the video’s first two scenes, 
Donovan spurns invitations to 
have sex with the other guys. His 
truculent attitude masks tender af¬ 
fections and builds up to his Big 
Moment, which, when it comes, is 


pretty good. Video director 
Derek Kent has thoughtful¬ 
ly coached the performers 
in visual niceties, and his 
film indulges in some all- 
too-rare foreplay. Dono¬ 
van, giving underwear en¬ 
thusiasts and basket 
fanciers a big thrill, teases 
his partner by flourishing 
the big bulge in his jockey 
shorts, pulling the sides 
taut to accentuate the al¬ 
ready positive. Most porn 
won’t pause for this sort 
of fillip, and I liked it a 
lot. His partner proves 
agile, and there’s an espe¬ 
cially rousing section 
where they do it through 
the railings of a fence. 

But for most of the 
scene, things are more 
documentary than elec¬ 
tric. Still, things are big, 
and, we’re told by all the experts, 
that’s what matters. 

I found matters more enticing 
with other members of the cast, 
who are the thin, regular kind of 
kids you see on the cover of XY 
magazine. Their sex is efficient, 
sometimes urgent, always vanilla. 
Shane Flanigan is a high-spirited 
cupcake, but seen only minimally 
during a four-way. Gaunt Eric 
Star’s high cheekbones hint at 
some sophistication. I was most 
enamored of Kristian Brooks, a 
dappled lad with a sunny disposi¬ 
tion and a creamy cock that rears 
up in classic satyr fashion. Brooks 
uses his solid cock to flirt with 
Ethan Marc’s asshole, and such 
cunning cocksmanship makes his 
scene effective. His entry is niftily 
caught, his hip-thrusts are strong 
and full-length, and his orgasm is 
as long a surprise as his dick. Sec¬ 
ond-billed Ethan Marc’s dough¬ 
boy body is eclipsed by the kind of 
dick that goes “sproing!” 

The new star Donovan could 


pass for a Backstreet Boy, with 
sandy hair and a manly set to his 
features. Although basically a 
lackluster performer, he’s graced 
with an admirable fucking,tech¬ 
nique, and the really big tool to 
fulfill it. Deployed in long and 
slow plunges of surprising finesse, 
Donovan’s cock is a projectile 
rammer, sporting a uniquely 
downturned head, like the nose of 
a Concorde jet. It’s not what I 
would call either a pretty dick, or 
even a star’s dick. That’s the one 
you’ll find on Scott Lyon, a boyish 
blonde whose lovely cock has heft, 
smooth contours, and admirable 
hardness. I wish his appearance 
wasn’t so brief. 

You’ll have to tune out the 
endlessly repeated piece of music, 
which turns to muzak before em- 
balming.scenes whole. Under its 
narcotizing affect, you might miss 
the video’s finale, where Dono¬ 
van’s cock and Marc’s ass are a 
transfiguring match. ▼

of the Trockadero’s lowest point is 
as masterful as it is succinct. 

“Three things combined to 
cause the crisis. AIDS, the end of 
the dance boom, and the NEA sit¬ 
uation. Nobody wants to talk about 
AIDS, but it was a major factor. We 
had no tools for dealing with it. Not 
only did our star dancers, Sanson 
Candelaria and William Zamora, 
get sick, but stress and fear para¬ 
lyzed the company just as it did so¬ 
ciety. When you have a troupe of 10 
dancers and half of them are sick, 
you’re in trouble. There were no re¬ 
placements for a brilliant dancer 
like Sanson [who performed under 
the nom de danse Tamara 
Boumdiyeva]. 

“When I first joined the 
Trocks, I was at the end of my 
dancing career. People warned 
me it was a dead end, career 
death. Now, with the ’90s atti¬ 
tude, we get these 19-year-olds, 
just out of school. They are young 
and strong and can dance on 
pointe and do the traditional fe¬ 
male steps before they even get 
here. They don’t think it’s a stig¬ 
ma to be a Trock; they are eager 
to perform. Not only is the tech¬ 
nical level much higher than ever, 
but it’s now not such a struggle to 
replace dancers. 

“The second problem was that 
the Trockadero’s low point coin¬ 
cided with the end of the dance 
boom. Yes, we had trouble, but 
dozens of other companies went 
out of business altogether. We had 
fewer bookings, less interested au¬ 
diences, people who didn’t get the 
in-jokes because they weren’t used 
to seeing real classical dance any 
more. 

“Our standards fell because we 
couldn’t afford outside choreog¬ 
raphers to challenge our dancers. 
The staff people were working 
hard but doing too much that was 
repetitive. Betteanne Terrell, who 
was ballet mistress then, con¬ 
structed Pharaoh’s Daughter [an 
hysterical, historical approxima¬ 
tion of a forgotten ballet by Mar¬ 
ius Petipa, choreographer of Swan 
Lake]. We’ve thought about reviv¬ 
ing it, but at the time it was de¬ 
pendent on Sanson as the star. 
When he got sick, no one could 
replace him.” 

It also seemed to me, as a seri¬ 


ous fan of the Trocks since their 
inception, that musicological jokes 
such as Pharoah’s Daughter were 
countered with too much sloppy 
pratfalling in the classics. Dobrin 
agrees. “Right. When we weren’t 
dancing well technically because 
of illness, overwork and stress, we 
tended to lapse into slapstick. And 
though the Trockadero ideal has 
always been to entertain an audi¬ 
ence, we realize that traditional 
Russian belles is being lost, and we 
do try to keep it alive. 

“In England, someone re¬ 
marked that with the Bolshoi and 
Kirov in crisis, Trockadero may be 
the last place to see the unadulter¬ 
ated 19th-century style. We are 
die-hard romantics, and every 
evening has at least one tutu ballet 
— not many dance companies can 
say that any more. Even the critics 
go crazy over our Russian stuff. 
We watch a lot of old tapes, but we 
don’t try to imitate the ballerinas, 
we try to reproduce the female 
style with a masculine attack. That 
makes it funny and exciting.” 

Batting practice 

When Les Ballets Trockadero 
de Monte Carlo first began per¬ 
forming (it was originally known 
as the “Trockadero Gloxinia”), its 
founder was choreographer Peter 
Anastos ( nom de danse O lga 
Tchickaboumskaya). Working in 
lofts off-off Broadway late at 
night, Anastos and his rag-tag 
band of men on pointe astounded 
the New York dance community 
with wickedly accurate parodies 
of past and current ballerinas. 
Dancers from the New York City 
Ballet and American Ballet The¬ 
atre crowded the lofts after hours 
to see Dame Margot Fonteyn, 
Maya Plisetskaya and Natalia 
Makarova sent up by the hairy- 
chested, eyelash-batting Trocks. 

Makarova, far from being in¬ 
sulted, thought they were hilari¬ 
ously on the mark. Soon The New 
Yorker’s influential dance critic, 
Arlene Croce, discovered them, 
and Les Ballets Trockadero was 
launched. Since this coincided 
with the dance boom of the ’70s, 
it was all high flying — the Trocks 
even ended up on the covers of 
Time and Newsweek — until 
AIDS and the third factor Dobrin 
cites (“the NEA situation”) collid¬ 
ed with the Trockadero’s flight. 

“The thing about the NEA is 
that the Trocks never had any

Diablo Ballet in Berkeley 

Devil-may- 
care dance

.: Nutcrackers , had cleared my 
palate, and my first morsel for the 
new year was the delicious Diablo 
Ballet from Walnut Creek, at their 
Zellerbach Hall debut in Berkeley 
last Saturday. Rarely does one see 
a young regional company per¬ 
form at such a high level, utilizing 
ten dancers who all have danced 


as soloists and principal dancers 
in major ballet companies. Just 
starting their fifth year, the aptly 
named company provided some 
devilishly great fun as well as 
some beautifully performed tradi¬ 
tional work. 

The program opened with As¬ 
sociate Artistic Director Nikolai 
Kabaniaev’s Pas de Quartre et Pas 
de Six. In Kabaniaev’s own words, 
“it is a combination of Anna 
Pavlova and Marilyn Monroe, 
page 56 ► 


grants from anyone. But the the¬ 
atres that booked us got really 
scared to ask for money to put on 
a drag show in the age of AIDS. 
The problem wasn’t unique to the 
Trocks; it was part of the fabric of 
society as a whole. And we were in 
such shock by the physical pain of 
dealing with AIDS [Dobrin’s part¬ 
ner, Mike Gonzales, the company’s 
talented designer, died two years 
ago] that we didn’t know how to 
handle the booking problems.” 

With their fortunes at a low 


point in the late ’80s, the Trocks 
rallied around Dobrin and their 
general director, Eugene Mc- 
Dougle, an archeologist by train¬ 
ing who has been with the compa¬ 
ny since the beginning. Dobrin 
says, “You can’t credit Eugene too 
much. His common sense and fis¬ 
cal responsibility kept us out of hot 
water for years. Basically he runs 
the company out of his home, 
there is no wasted overhead.” 

Now that things are looking up 
again, what with increased tour 
bookings and a flood of exciting 
new dancers — except for Dobrin, 
virtually everyone on the current 
roster joined the Trocks within the 
last five years — playing a gig 
sponsored by Cal Performances, 
whose director Robert Cole is 
known for his exacting standards 
and good taste, is a sure sign that 
the troupe that leaves ’em laugh¬ 


ing and gasping is all the way back. 

No more dwelling on the 
tragedies of the past. Dobrin says 
that with the new drug treat¬ 
ments, even dancers who are ill — 
“Not too many any more” — can 
keep on dancing. A new Russian 
ballet mistress, Elena Kunikova, 
keeps the boys on toe and stages 
the more arcane Russky numbers. 
This Berkeley gig features the 
company’s first work by Merce 
Cunningham. 

“It’s a real Cunningham piece, 
danced straight,” Dobrin says with 
tongue in cheek. “And it’s hilari¬ 
ous.” T

Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, you should read the information included with CRIXIVAN each time you receive your prescription, just in case anything has changed. 
Remember, this information does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor’s care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


What is CR1XIVAN ? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus). HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV drug called a protease 
(PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances 
of getting illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of 
HIV in your body (called “viral load”) and raise your CD4 (I) cell count. CRIXIVAN may 
not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called 
AZ7), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV 
drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in 
children and adolescents have not been established. 

How should I take CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue 
taking CRIXIVAN unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of 
CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very start. To help make 
sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays.” 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced 
(due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may 

be easier to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. 
If you have questions about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care 
provider can help you decide what schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 
hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN 
at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such 
as skim or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least 
one hour before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a 
light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 
if you want) 

- corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, 
fat, and protein (for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the 
same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed 
into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably 
water) throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. 
Having enough fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming 
a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop 
kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIX IVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infec¬ 
tions or other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for 
you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or 
AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including death, 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does CRIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Who should not ta ke CRIXIVAN ? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any 
of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do 
not yet know how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 
Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused 
by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including 
non-prescription medicines.

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatening 

problems (such as irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should not take CRIXIVAN with rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, 
RIFATER®, orRIMACTANE®. 

Drugs you can take with CRIXIVAN include: 

RETROVIR® (zidovudine, ZDV also called AZT) BIAXIN® (clarithromycin) 
TAGAMET® (cimetidine) - isoniazid (INH) 

DIFLUCAN® (fluconazole) 0RTH0-N0VUM 1 /35® (oral 

contraceptive) 

EPIVIR™ (lamivudine, 3TC) ZERIT® (stavudine, d4T) 

BACTRIM®/SEPTRA® (trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole) 

VIDEX® (didanosine, ddl) — If you take CRIXIVAN with VIDEX®, take them at least 
one hour apart. 

MYCOBUTIN® (rifabutin) — If you take CRIXIVAN with MYCOBUTIN®, your doctor 
may adjust both 

the dose of MYCOBUTIN and the dose of CRIXVAN. 

NIZORAL® (ketoconazole) — If you take CRIXIVAN with NIZORAL®, your doctor may adjust 
the dose of CRIXIVAN. 

Talk to your doctor about any medications you are taking. 

What are the possible side effects of CRIXIVAN? 

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a 
complete list of side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this page alone for information about side effects. 
Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these 
patients this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or 
inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid 
(preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney 
stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the. urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells 
(hemolytic anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and 
death. Some patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if 
CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused 
by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease 
inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes 
medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in 
approximately 10% of patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with 
liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a person may develop yellowing of the 
skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain,fatigue or 
weakness, flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss 
of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, 
rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely.

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN 
has been marketed include: abdominal swelling; 
inflammation of the kidneys; increased fat 
appearing in areas such as the neck, abdomen, 
and back; change in skin color; severe skin 
reactions; hair loss; crystals in the urine; and 
allergic reactions.

Latest crap 

Denial seems to be the moti¬ 
vating force behind many of the 
new shows, with one notable ex¬ 
ample: Fox’s latest excreto¬ 
ry extravaganza, The 
PJ’s, which might 
also be titled Fun 
with Feces. An Eddie 
Murphy production 
starring Eddie Mur¬ 
phy, this animated 
series takes place 
in the projects 
and focuses on 
the life of a 
janitor. Lots of 
bathroom humor, using plungers 
in exotic ways and pointing at ass- 
cracks. Thanks, but we don’t do 
water sports. Can you say career 
in the toilet? 

We were pleased to see one of 
our guilty pleasures, Melina 
Kanakaredes, back in prime time 
on NBC’s Providence. She began 
her TV career on CBS’s Guiding 
Light a few years back and has since 
appeared on NYPD Blue and sever¬ 
al good but ill-fated mid-season 
shows. Providence is built around 
her character, Sydney Hansen, an 
LA plastic surgeon to the stars who 
decides to return to her home town 
(Providence, Rhode Island) and 
practice real medicine. The show 


has great acting (including Mike 
Farrell of M*A*S*H fame and 
Concetta Tomei), sharp dialogue, 
and of course, Kanakaredes, who 
has the best bone structure since 
Lena Horne. 

Last week’s debut episode of¬ 
fered interesting queer moments. 
As Sydney is walking down the 
aisle at her sister’s wedding, she 
muses, “I know what they’re think¬ 
ing... she’s a doctor, she’s still sin¬ 
gle, she must be gay.” A 
few scenes later she re¬ 
turns to LA to find her 
live-in lover, a Holly¬ 
wood agent, in the 
shower with another 
man. Perhaps you can 
go home again. 
The shower 
scene (the boys 
were soaping 
each other up 
from behind as our doctor pal is 
stripping down to her Victoria’s 
Secrets to join what she believes is 
a solo act) was even more interest¬ 
ing given ABC’s 20/20 report on 
straight women and AIDS, which 
featured an in-depth interview 
with former actress-turned-AIDS 
activist Legina Luckebill Green. 
Green’s physician, an AIDS spe¬ 
cialist, noted the “incidence of bi¬ 
sexuality among men is grossly 
understated.” The scene in Provi¬ 
dence, especially with the way the 
incident is treated no differently 
from if Sydney had caught Steve 
with another woman, underscores 
the point. Nevertheless, still an en¬ 
velope-pusher for a debut. And a 


powerful message about 
HIV/AIDS transmission for 
straight girls from the extraordi¬ 
narily courageous Green who 
showed every aspect of her life — 
including downing the 50-odd pills 
she takes every day and walking 
around in a T-shirt and the adult 
diapers she must wear all the time. 
No, kids, the epidemic isn’t over. 

More enlightenment came from 
an unlikely source on an episode of 
CBS’s treacly L.A. Doctors. A 17- 
year-old girl, Alex, seeks medical 
help from series regular Sheryl Lee 
(Twin Peaks). S/he believes s/he’s 
transgendered and wants help tran¬ 
sitioning. Hir parents, no surprise, 
have refused to discuss the issue. So 
Alex takes matters into hir own 
hands, taking steroids and testos¬ 
terone s/he gets via the Internet. Lee 
finds her outside her office, serious¬ 
ly ill; Alex is in hepatic (liver) shock 
from the drugs and hormones. Lee 
takes Alex to the hospital, where 
s/he ends up in intensive care, near 
death. 

L.A. Doctors rarely skims be¬ 
neath the surface of any issue it 
raises, but we have yet to see this 
topic broached in prime time. The 
only judgment passed was on the 
unsupportive parents, making the 
episode even more powerful. The 
dual messages are important 
ones: Don’t attempt body modifi¬ 
cation without medical supervi¬ 
sion, it could kill you; and take 
kids who question their gender 
identification seriously, or they 
may kill themselves. T 




Sweet Honey

Angeles that floored a member of 
director Jonathan Demme’s pro¬ 
duction team. Kahlil, Ysaye Barn¬ 
well, Nitanju Bolade Casel and 
Carol Maillard were later invited 
to join the cast for the film’s cli¬ 
mactic exorcism scene. She had 
performed virtually her entire life, 
and 18 years with Sweet Honey as 
a dancer, jazz singer, percussionist 
and stage actress, but the intense 
grind of movie production caught 
her off-guard. Filming one scene 
took three full days. 

“I have a great respect for 
movie actors,” Kahlil said. “It was 
quite a dramatic scene, and we did 
the scene so many times, and just 
watching Oprah and all the actors 
go through that ... it was a heavy 
experience!” 

The appearance of Sweet Honey 
in Beloved was a small, unlooked- 
for gift in a year of milestones for 
the ensemble. 1998 marked the be¬ 
ginning of the group’s 25th year. 
For a quarter of a century, 22 
women in combinations of fours 
and fives have kept Sweet Honey In 
The Rock in full voice, exploring all 
forms of music from the African- 
American tradition. A former 
member of the SNCC (Student 
Non-violent Coordinating Com¬ 
mittee) Freedom Singers, Reagon 
founded Sweet Honey as a gradu¬ 
ate student to celebrate and pre¬ 
serve African-American singing 
traditions, and to speak out 
through the music against injustice. 
Jazz, rap, reggae, traditional 
African, gospel, spirituals, blues — 
all are found in the broad reper¬ 
toire its members have collected or 
composed through the years. 

SHIR’s current members have 
marked the anniversary with a 12- 
month tour, which swings 
through Berkeley’s Zellerbach 
Hall this Friday and Saturday, and 
with the release of ...twenty-five..., 


Sweet Honey’s 15th CD to date. 
The group has also published its 
first collection of choral arrange¬ 
ments, Continuum (Third World 
Press), to honor the occasion. 

Leaping ahead 

Although they’re celebrating 
their first 25 years, Sweet Honey 
has already taken several large 
leaps into their next 25 and shows 
no signs of slowing down. In 
1998, the group received their sec¬ 
ond Grammy, for Best Tradition¬ 
al Folk Recording for their rendi¬ 
tion of Leadbelly’s “Grey Goose” 
on the collaborative album Folk¬ 
ways, A Vision Shared. The group 
performed for the soundtrack of 
the 1998 PBS documentary 
Africans in America. A Sweet 
Honey website (www.sweet- 
honey.com) provides information 
on community educational work¬ 
shops taught by the performers, 
and features the lyrics of one 
Sweet Honey song — this month, 
Barnwell’s More than a Paycheck 
— with notes by the composer 
and links to resource websites. 

The 25th Anniversary Tour 
schedule lists stops in 48 cities 
across the United States and Cana¬ 
da, including performances at 
Carnegie Hall in New York City; 
the Michigan Womyn’s Music Fes¬ 
tival in Wallhalla; the Warner The¬ 
ater in Washington, DC; the Ed¬ 
monton Folk Festival in Alberta; 
and the Boston Symphony Hall. A 
vague-yet-ambitious reference to 
“June 15-July 5: European Tour” 
had me half-expecting to see the 


notation “July 7: Cure World 
Hunger.” (Notice I did allow a day 
for jet lag.) It’s a testament to the 
energy and the progressive spirit 
of these women that the notation 
wouldn’t look out of place. 

What pushes - this list of 
achievements from impressive to 
astounding is the fact that Sweet 
Honey In the Rock is a sideline for 
these women. All this touring and 
recording and filming is their 
weekend gig. In the early years, 
Sweet Honey didn’t have the re¬ 
sources to support her performers 
full-time. The part-time arrange¬ 
ment allowed Sweet Honey’s 
members to pursue careers while 
helping to develop her repertoire 
and continue her performances. 

Today, this flexibility has led to 
a rich synergy between the per¬ 
formers’ careers and the growth of 
Sweet Honey as a cultural institu¬ 
tion. A MacArthur Fellowship re¬ 
cipient, Reagon is Distinguished 
Professor of History at American 
University and Curator Emeritus 
at the Smithsonian Institution, Na¬ 
tional Museum of American His¬ 
tory. Barnwell, who holds a Ph.D. 
in Cranio-facial Studies and an MS 
in Public Health, is a master 
teacher and clinician in cultural 
performance theory and voice pro¬ 
duction. Casel teaches dance and is 
co-director of First World Produc¬ 
tions, a cultural and educational 
organization in the performing 
arts, with her sister, Kahlil, who is a 
master teacher in voice and dance, 
and an award-winning jazz impro- 
visational vocalist. Maillard is a 


professional singer and actor, and 
Johnson is a veteran professional 
Sign Language interpreter, com¬ 
municating in a variety of situa¬ 
tions including employment, edu¬ 
cation, law, health and performing 
arts. This rich mix between the 
members’ lives and Sweet Honey’s 
development has sustained her and 
made for an amazingly stable en¬ 
semble: the current members have 
all been with Sweet Honey for 
more than a decade. 

The concert’s the thing 

If you haven’t gone to a Sweet 
Honey concert, you’ve been miss¬ 
ing the core performance experi¬ 
ence of the group. Keeping this 
music alive is Sweet Honey’s mis¬ 
sion and an art form in its own 
right. Each concert is shaped on¬ 
stage by that show’s programmer, 
the singer who calls and intro¬ 
duces the numbers. All the Sweet 
Honey vocalists rotate as pro¬ 
grammers, so you attend two con¬ 
certs back-to-back and experience 
two different shows. 

Sweet Honey is often referred 
to as a quintet, but the ensemble is 
truly a vocal quintet plus one. Be¬ 
cause of the size of their repertoire 
and the spontaneity of their per¬ 
formances, Reagon discovered that 
hiring an ASL interpreter on loca¬ 
tion wouldn’t work. That’s when 
Shirley Childress Johnson joined 
as a full member of the ensemble, 
learning Sweet Honey’s vast reper¬ 
toire. Watching her interpretations 
gives new insight, and literally new 
language, to the pieces. 

When Kahlil joined Sweet 
Honey in 1981, she brought to the 
group her experience as a profes¬ 
sional dancer and advocated in¬ 
cluding more movement as part 
of the performance. Today, Sweet 
Honey performs with headsets, 
giving her members the freedom 
to move, gesticulate and dance. 

...twenty-five... 

There is'no substitute for a 


Sweet Honey concert. But if you 
can’t get there or you’d like to 
bring a taste home with you, the 
group has released a CD, its 15th 
recorded collection to date 

...twenty-five... is a rich jambal- 
aya of music styles, vocal textures 
and social issues. The recording 
was produced by Barnwell, and 
she has assembled a song-cycle 
that takes the listener through tra¬ 
ditional spiritual, gospel, jazz, 
rhythm 8c blues and reggae. The 
recording opens with “We Are the 
Ones We’ve Been Waiting For,” an 
invocation performed in tradi¬ 
tional African style with lyrics 
from a June Jordan poem, em¬ 
powering the listener to take ac¬ 
tion in our world. It finishes the 
cycle with a piece titled “Hope,” 
composed by Barnwell. Written in 
the tradition of a civil rights song, 
it admonishes the listener to “pray 
on, work on, teach on, fight on, 
sing on.” In-between are songs 
that explore a variety of issues: de¬ 
struction of the environment, the 
freeing power of song, isolation, 
greed, domestic violence, femi¬ 
nism, death, love. Weighty issues, 
but all performed with a passion 
and energy that keep the record¬ 
ing uplifting. 

An interactive CD-ROM seg¬ 
ment provides biographical infor¬ 
mation on the performers, lyrics 
with notes by the composers, links 
to related website resources, and 
information on where to get ac¬ 
cess to the Internet. 

“How do you get bored with 
this group?” asks Kahlil. It seems 
we’ll have to wait a long time to 
find out. ▼

To a score created by 
Michael Bemesderfer using com¬ 
puter-enhanced sound, the 
dancers evoke both the graceful 
ephemeral quality of turn-of-the- 
century ballerinas in tutus and the 
not-so-subtle sexuality of the Hol¬ 
lywood entertainment industry. A 
strange juxtaposition of styles, yet 
the piece was a valid comment on 
the iconifying of a very limited 
range of qualities of women. 
Women are seen not as whole 
human beings, but as only the em¬ 
bodiment of one ideal, which dif- 


the ideal artist, a god above nor¬ 
mal human motivation. As the 
three Muses, Karen Portner, 
Corinne Jonas and Patricia Tom¬ 
linson all danced exceeding well. 
Coincidentally, both Balanchine 
and Kabaniaev are products of the 
Kirov school, emigres to America, 
grounded in traditional school¬ 
ing, but incorporating elements of 
their adopted culture. The key dif¬ 
ference is that Kabaniaev arrived 
sixty years later and can build on 
the evolution of dance that Balan¬ 
chine helped propel. 

Using Astor Piazzolla’s tango 
music almost always guarantees 
the audience will love the ballet 
that accompanies it. Incitations, 
choreographed by Kelly Teo, was

fers in each historical period, un¬ 
attainable purity or sex goddess. 
Kelly Teo’s solo was indeed worth 
noting. He jumps and turns with 
such precise attack that if your 
heart doesn’t jump into your 
throat, you should see your doctor. 

Sally Streets created a charming 
pas de deux, Variations on Baroque, 
danced by Erika Johnson and Ky- 
ongho Kim to excerpts from 
Glucks ballet Don Juan. I was im¬ 
pressed by the attention to stylistic 
detail, both choreographically and 
interpretively. Streets consulted 
with dance historian Angene 
Feves, and the result was luminous, 
filled with charm and wit without 
a hint of cloying saccharine. 

Back to Balanchine 

I have always loved Balan¬ 
chine’s Apollo, a masterpiece of 
neo-classicism, but for the first 
time, quite possibly because of the 
order of the program, I found it 
oddly old-fashioned. (It is seventy 
years old, after all.) The dancing 
had nothing that could be faulted, 
Marina Eglevsky’ staging was 
painstaking, yet coming after Ka- 
baniaev’s piece, it looked dated. 
Kabaniaev has a nobility and 
slight detachment which proper¬ 
ly puts his Apollo on the level of 


no exception. While the actual 
steps weren’t particularly innova¬ 
tive, the overall tension and drive 
provided by dancers, costumes, 
lighting and set made for a dy¬ 
namically satisfying piece. Tom¬ 
linson particularly stood out in 
her sultriness. 

It was obvious that many audi¬ 
ence members were there to hear 
Pete Escovedo and his band per¬ 
form. E Medley, a salsa-ballet hy¬ 
brid by Kabaniaev, not only had 
ready-made supporters, but made 
some converts as well. Nothing 
brilliant in terms of choreography, 
just great fun, and lots of energetic, 
sensual movement to hot Latin 
music by one of the best in the 
field. I could have done without 
the gaudy costumes and lighting. 

I truly appreciated having live 
music for four of the five pieces. 
The importance of live music can¬ 
not be overestimated, both for the 
audience and the dancers. It brings 
a richness of sound and atmos¬ 
phere, and it creates a rapport with 
the dancers and choreography that 
recorded music can never do. 

Just because Diablo Ballet is 
from the East Bay, beyond the 
hills, doesn’t make it provincial. 
It’s definitely worth making the 
trip to see them. T
